Effect of Charter Election. 

Knowing that he could count 
on the Pendergast organization 
in Kansas City, and feeling that 
the St. Louis Democrat organi- 
zation would follow his lead, the 
President chose Allison as the 
man*he thought could carry the 
rural areas. 

Hennings was saved by the 
heavy vote in St. Louis due to the 
Charter election. This - aroused 
such interest that the political 
workers were able to bring out a 
much larger vote than they would 
have been able to do had not the 
Charter been an issue, and also 
there waS an enormous inde- 
pendent vote, which normally 
does not go into a primary. As 
it was, Hennings carried St. Louis 
and St. Louis county about four 
to one, Allison carried Jackson 
county, with a much smaller vote, 
by about four to one, while the 
state outside those areas went for 
Allison by less than two to one. 

The upset of the party leaders’ 
plans will mean a change in the 
party leadership in the state. 
‘Hendren will be ousted as State 
Chairman when the Democratic 
State Committee meets in Jeffer-

Phone Call Traced. 

- Investigators of the murder of 
Binaggio and his henchmen, 
Charles Gargotta, in their down- 
town Kansas City political club 
the night of last April 5, traced a 
telephone call from Binaggio’s 
home to Bender. 

The: call was made by Mrs. 
Binaggio, shortly after she had 
learned of her husband’s assas- 
sination. When questioned about 
the conversation, Bender, then 
living here at the Greystone 
Hotel, professed to be merely a 
small-time bookmaker and said 
that he had met Mrs. Binaggio 
socially in a Broadway restaurant. 


to inquire of him whether he had 
read about “what happened to 
my husband”. As soon as he was 
aware that an investigation was 
in progress, Bender checked out 
of his hotel. 

As New York investigators de- 
veloped their inquiry into book-

Gives Himself Up. 

Bender, who was reported to 
have fled to Mexico after his in- 
dictment eight days ago, unex- 
pectedly surrendered yesterday to 
Assistant District Attorney James 
Fitzpatrick who is aiding in the 
investigation directed ®y District 
Attorney Frank S. Hogan. 

Upon his surrender, Bender, 
who was accompanied by an at- 
torney, was arraigned at the Eliz- 
abeth street police station. He 
pleaded not guilty on all counts 
and was released on bond of 
$5000 pending trial on Sept. 11.

“I’m so proud of him. I’m so glad 
he didn’t crawl. His convictions 
and beliefs mean so much that 
he’d take prison rather than re- 
linquish them.” 

A crowd assembled at the rear 
of .the federal building to catch 
a look at Bridges as deputies led 
him to a car for the trip to the 
county jail. There were shouts of

After a 700-mile dash around 
South Korea and up the West 
Coast, an American carrier task 
group had a big day today: de- 
stroying enemy targets in the 
Seoul area. 

* Pilots of the Marine Corps First 
Air Wing, who joined the task 
group Thursday at sea and went 
into action for the first time the 
Same day, made six effective 
strikes against the North Koreans 
today. 

They destroyed at least 200 
railroad box cars; bombed and 
strafed airports, factories, rail- 
road bridges, tunnéls and rolling 
stock, an oil refinery, a tanker 
and a cluster of tanks being read- 
ied for action. 

Inchon Bombarded. 

These air attacks were co-ordi- 
nated with surface bombardment 
by British and Dutch warships of 
the seaport of Inchon, just west 
of Seoul, and with another aerial 
bombardment by the Seventh 
Fleet of enemy positions west of 
American-held Pusan. 

Maj. Kenneth L. Reuwsser, of 
the Marines, had the most impres- 
sive individual total of targets de- 
stroyed today. While on a strafing 
mission this morning, he spied a 
large camouflaged factory on the 
railroad line between Inchon and 
Seoul. Through the factory win- 
dows as he flashed past, Maj. 
Reusser caught a glimpse of large 
numbers of trucks and tanks in- 
side. 

He lacked proper armament to 
carry out a successful attack, re- 
turned to his carrier and request- 
ed permission to take a second 
trip. This time his Corsair fighter- 
bomber was loaded with napalm 
bombs, a type containing a jelly- 
like substance which explodes and

RUSSIA INDICATES 
IT WILL RETURN 
10 U.N. ASSEMBLY 


Malik Requests Data on 
Agenda — Korean 
Urges Council Reject 
Soviet Cease-Fire Plan.

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y. Aug. 5 
—The Soviet Union, now boycot- 
ting all United Nations’ activities 
except the security council and 
the international court of justice, 
appeared today to have decided 
to take part in the general as- 
sembly this fall. The assembly, 
opening at Flushing Meadow, 
Sept. 19, is the world forum in 
which all 59 U. N. members can 
air their views. 

Soviet Deputy Foreign Minister 
Jacob A. Malik was authorita- 
tively disclosed to have written 
the U, N, secretariat, asking it to 
speed up Russian translations of 
all the basic documents now be- 
ing issued in connection with the 
assembly’s 62-point agenda. His 
letter was said to have complained 
that the Russian translations had 
been delayed in past years. 

More Propaganda Likely. 

The assembly thus appeared 
likely to become the scene of 
another major propaganda strug- 
gle, such as has been loosed in 
the security council since Malik 
returned there last Tuesday to 
assume the council’s August presi- 
dency. 

So far, the Russians have not 
considered jt worthwhile to end 
their boycott of any other U. N., 
organ, including the 18-nation 
economic and social council. The 
latter is at work in Geneva on 
such problems as technical as- 
sistance and financing develop- 
ment of backward countries, long- 
range U. N. children’s work and 
enforcement of human rights. 

Meantime, Sotth Korean Am- 
bassador John M. Chang, who has’ 
been blocked for four days from 
sitting at the Security Council 
table because of various Soviet 
maneuvers, called today for re- 
jecting the latest Soviet demands 
for hearing the North Korean 
Communists here and for a Ko- 
rean cease-fire with withdrawal 
of foreign troops. 

In a statement, Chang said the 
North Korean Communist govern- 
ment was “a body that has no 
legal form or substance in the 
U.N. or elsewhere in the world 
beyond the Soviet periphery and 
certainly regarded within Korea 


ARMY DOUBLES 
2| -MONTH TERM 
UF DRAFTED MEN 


Extra Time to Be Served 
as Reservists on Ac- 
tive Duty Where First 
Period Ends. 


Army enlisted men who are 
serving 21 months under selective 
service and those who will be 
drafted in the future will have to 
serve an additional 21 months as 
reservists on active duty, Brig. 
Gen. Richard G. Tindall, chief of 
the Missouri Military District, said 
yesterday. 

The additional time for draftees, 
Gen. Tindall said, will be served 
in the organization and station 
where the men are serving when 
their selective service status ends. 
Thereafter, they will serve as 
members of the Enlisted Reserve 
Corps. 

Notification of the policy on 
draftees came to Gen. Tindall in 
a telegram from Fifth Army head- 
quarters in Chicago. 

The telegram said: “Immedi- 
ately and until further notice, en- 
listed personnel completing 21 
months’ service under the Selec- 
tive Service Act of 1948, will be 
transferred to the Enlisted Re- 
serve Corps of the date of com- 
pletion of 21 months’ service and 
will be recalled to active duty in 
the Enlisted Reserve Corps status, 
effective the next following day 
and reassigned to present organi- 
zation and station.” 

The telegram added that the 
orders to active duty in the en- 
listed reserve will be “for 21 
months or such other period as 
may be provided by law, unless 
sooner relieved.” 


U.S. AGENTS SEARCH 
POLISH SHIP, FIND 
NO ATOM WEAPONS 


NEW YORK, Aug. 5 (AP)— 
United States customs agents 
boarded the Polish liner Batory 
in New York bay today in their 
first search of an “iron curtain” 
vessel for possible concealed 
atomic weapons. As the agents 
stepped ashore when the vessel 
docked, the ship’s orchestra 
played the “Stars and Stripes

More than 20 agents took part 
in a four-hour search. Nothing 
suspicious was reported.

An Eighth Army communique 
said the Reds were openly build- 
ing up strength on the northwest 
part of the front opBosite the 
hinge position between the South 
Korean army defending the north- 
ern line and the United States 
troops holding the longer western 
line along the Naktong, the last- 
ditch defense line for the Ameri- 
cans in Korea. 


No Tank Crossings Reported. 


So far as is known, the North 
Koreans have been unable to get 
tanks or infantry in any strength 
across the wide river barrier. 

Ywo major blows are expected 
to fall on reinforced United States 
positions in the shrinking beach- 
head of southeast Korea. The 
beachhead now is 50 miles wide 
by about 100 miles long. 

A field dispatch said major pa- 
trol activity was along the river 
southwest of Taegu. This is the 
front line supply city 55 miles 
northwest of the beachhead port 
of Pusan. 

One of the major attacks is ex- 
pected in this area. The other 
undoubtedly will roll up along the 
South Coast, where four enemy 
divisions are ready to attack 35 
miles west of Pusan. 

One American company was re- 
ported fighting its way out of a 
Red encirclement there. 


Other Patrols to North. 
Other Communist patrols were 


across the river 40 miles or so 


north of Taegu. The South Ko- 
reans, defending this part of the 
front, swapped patrol jabs with 
the enemy. So did the Americans 
farther south. 

The South Koreans let a Red 
battalion—perhaps as many as 
1000 men—cross the Naktong and 
penetrate toward the South Kor- 
ean lines which are several miles 
south of the river in some places. 
Then the South Koreans closed 
in and slashed the Red unit to 
pieces. 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s Sun- 
day morning summary said United 
States and South Korean patrols 
had kept the enemy “off balance” 
in action that lasted through Sat- 
urday and Saturday night. 

The North Koreans were dar- 
ingly massing in daylight, de- 
spite the threat of the aerial 
wrath that they can expect from 
superior Allied air power. They 
have been moving mostly by 
night. 

Took Advantage of Rain. 
Gen. MacArthur’s headquarters 
said the Communists’ switch to 
daytime movements of men and 
supplies indicated they “are des- 
perately striving for a main ef- 
fort and an all-out attempt to 
break through the new defense 
lines.” 

In the north and central sec- 
tors, these new lines generally 
follow the east (left) banks of the 
meandering Naktong river. 

In the southern crisis area, 
however, the river curves sharply 
eastward, so the American line 
leaves it and marches south 
across the marshy coastal plain. 
It was in that southernmost spot 
that the Reds were massing their 
greatest strength. 

Taking advantage of a rain- 
storm Saturday afternoon, they 
also made unopposed crossings of 
the Naktong in the mountainous 
North. South Koreans had made 
a planned withdrawal to ridges 
there, and the enemy crossings

cept the recommendation for a 
7-cent hourly wage increase by 
midnight Thursday. 

Forwarded to Governor. 

Recommendations covering the 
wage increase and other union 
demands were forwarded to Gov. 
Forrest Smith by the hearing 
panel last Monday. Either side 
to the dispute may reject the rec- 
ommendations, but the Governor 
has power to seize and operate 
the utility under the King-Thomp- 
son Act if a strike or walkout 
causes a work stoppage. 

A company spokesman yester- 
day declined to comment but said 
the company will announce its 
position on the recommendations 
after the union’s action at the 
Friday meetings is formally re- 
ported to company officers to- 
morrow.

Orders Call for Aircraft 
Ordnance and Electri- 
cally - Operated Gun 
Turrets. 


Emerson Electric Manufactur- 
ying Co., 8100 Florissant avenue, 
Jennings, recently received war 
contracts ~totaling nearly $100,- 
000,000, it was announced yester- 
day by O. C. Schmitt, president 
of the firm. 


Schmitt said the orders, which 
were for aircraft armament and 
electrically-operated gun turrets, 
came from the Air Force and 
Navy in connection with increases 
authorized by Congress for armed 
services procurement. The con- 
tracts call for a greatly acceler- 
ated delivery schedule. 

About two years ago Emerson 
received a multi-million dollar 
contract for production and de- 
sign of electronic-controlled air- 
craft turrets and gun firing mech- 
anisms for jet-propelled bombers 
and other aircraft. 

Schmitt said the company has 
no d4fnmediate plans to increase 
the present 6000 employes. Earli- 
er this week the company signed 
a new contract with Local 1102, 
CIO International Union of Elec- 
trical Workers, covering 4200 em- 
ployes. 

Under terms of the contract 
workers were granted wage in- 
creases of 5 to 542 cents an hour 
and pensions of $100 a month for 
employes retiring at the age of 
65 after 25 years of service. 

On July 7 the company an- 
nounced the start of construction | 
of a.new plant at Bedford, Ind., 
for manufacture of electric mo- 
tors for refrigerators and air-con- 
ditioning units. 

Emerson manufactured gun tur- 
rets for the Army and Navy air 
forces during the last war. The 
company produced more than 40,- 
000 power-operated turrets, reach- 
ing a peak capacity of 2300 a 
month.

Jacob Malik, Soviet Deputy Foreign Minis- 
ter, has opened the Kremlin’s political of- 
fensive, acting as President of the United 
Nations Security Council. Using the question 
of whether China should be represented by 
the Reds or by the Nationalists as a wedge, 
he drove it deep into the ranks of the coali- 
tion of free nations this week. 

Thus Malik maneuvered the Council into 
four votes on Thursday which served the 
Kremlin's interests admirably. The Soviets 
lost on all four ballots, but it is doubtful | 
whether Moscow will be unduly cast down. 

For in the process Malik not only aired 
his nation’s propaganda arguments, but he 
split the coalition on all four ballets. 
Altogether, as a result of the procedural 
bickering, six Council members voted 
against the United States at one time or 
another. 

Malik and the Kremlin’s whole propa- 
ganda calliope will almost certainly con- 
tinue to blast away on the China question, 
and particularly on the Formosa issue. It 
will be surprising if the Soviets do not 
achieve some further successes by these 
methods. 

This seems all the more probable because 
the Chinese Communists, with much aid and 
comfort from the Kremlin, are preparing for 
a military attack on Formosa which, if it is 
actually undertaken, will subject the coali- 
tion of free nations to further and much 
graver strains. 

The coalition suffers from perilous weak- 
nesses in any attempt which may be made 
to oppose the Chinese Communists militarily, 
er even to continue indefinitely to oppose 
them politically in the Security Council. 

The United States Seventh Fleet has orders 
to prevent the Reds from attacking Formosa. 
This might be a difficult assignment. 


Politically, the position is still worse. 
The coalition of free nations is united on 
the Korean question, but it is sorely di- 
vided on the issue of Formosa. 

Some of the members have recognized the 
Chinese Communists and some have not. 
Those who have recognized Peiping can hard- 
ly use armed force to try to prevent the Reds 
from occupying Formosa. 

There are further differences even among 
the free nations which have recognized Pei- 
ping. Some favor the American attempt to 
“freeze” the situation in Formosa, but some 
have made it emphatically clear that they 
oppose this attempt. 


Britain Disagrees With U.S. 
On Question of Recognition. 


These differences exist even among the 
free partners of the Atlantic Community. 
Britain, for example, disagrees with the Unit- 
ed States both on the question of recognizing 
the Chinese Communists and on the question 
of what ought to be done about Formosa. 

The differences go even deeper as be- 
tween the United States and some of the 
tree peoples of Asia. Thus India has rec- 
ognized Peiping and has voted to give China’s 
place in the U.N. to the Communists, and 
has expressed grave misgivings regarding the 
American intervention in Formosa. 


The United States has committed itself 
to the at least temporary stabilization of 
this vital center. 

“IT have ordered the Seventh Fleet to 
prevent any attack on Formosa,” President 
Truman announced in the statement of 
June 27 in which he also first made it 
known that the United States was inter- 
vening in Korea. “As a corollary of this 
action I am also calling upon the Chinese 
Government on Formosa to cease all air 
and sea operations against the mainland. 
The Seventh Fleet will see that this is 
done. The determination of the future 
status of Formosa must await the restora- 
tion of security in the Pacific, a peace 
settlement with Japan or consideration by 
the United Nations.” 

At the same time, the President further 
reveaied that he was acting to strengthen 
other danger spots in East Asia: 

“I have also directed that United States 
forces in the Philippines be strengthened 
and that military assistance to the Philip- 
pines Government be accelerated,” he de- 
clared. 

“I have similarly directed acceleration 

$n the furnishing of military assistance to 
the forces of France and the Associated 
States in Indochina and the despatch of a 
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statement: 

First, the United States has ebdertahen to 
prevent the Natjonalist Chinese regime on 
the island from attacking the Communists on 
the mainland. 

Second, this country has undertaken to pre- 
vent the Communists from attacking the 
Nationalists.

These undertakings clearly are of strikingly 
different orders of magnitude and urgency. 


Nationalists Are Capable 
Of Only a Limited Offensive. 


The Nationalist forces are capable of only 
very limited offensive operations. They had 
been conducting small-scale air raids against 
the mainland, and had proclaimed a naval 
blockade of part of the Communist-held 
coast, before Truman’s pronouncement of 
June 27. These ventures were causing the 
Communists no unbearable anguish, however. 
Indeed, ome school of thought here has ar- 
gued that the Nationalists’ operations were 
helping the Communists more than they were 
harming them, because the physical damage 
they were inflicting was negligible, whereas 
they were alienating the masses of thé people 
on the mainland. Be that as it may, the Na- 
tionalists certainly surrendered no formidable 
military advantage when they abandoned 
their sea and air operations at Washington’s 
behest. 

The United States, however, deprived the 
Communists of any immediate, tactical justi- 
fication for counter-attacking Formosa in re- 
taliation for Nationalist attacks on them. 

Stabilization of the vital center of Amer- 
ica’s defense perimeter in East Asia depends 
primarily on this country’s ability to cope, 
not with the Nationalists, but with the Com- 
munists, and this may prove to be a formid- 
able undertaking. 

The Communists are vastly stronger than 
the Nationalists. Far from being limited to 
sea and air operations having only a nuisance 
value at best, the Communists are quite pos- 
sibly capable of invading Formosa and over- 
whelming the Nationalist forces there, unless 
prevented by the United States from do- 
ing so. 

The Communists, accordingly, are un- 
likely to abandon their designs against 
Formosa as readily as the Nationalists 
have suspended theirs against the main- 
land—and if the Communists persist in 
their designs, they wi]l confront the United 
States with difficult, disagreeable and dan- 
gerous policy alternatives. 


If Truman’s orders to the Seventh Fleet 
mean anything, they mean that the United 
States Navy will open fire on the Chinese 
Communists if they set out from the main- 
land to invade the island, or even merely to 
bomb or shell it. If this happens, the Com- 
munists will certainly return the American 
fire, it is assumed here, if, indeed, the Reds 
do not fire first. 

At the very least there are thus liable to 
be casualties and losses of planes and pos- 
sibly even warships on both sides, no matter 
what the outcome of such engagements may 
be in other respects. 

There is no guarantee that the Seventh 
Fleet can prevent a successful Communist 
invasion of Formosa. 

Much of the Seventh Fleet is patrolling the 
waters off Korea, and is therefore not avail- 
able for duty in the Formosa strait. Such 
units of the Fleet as are assigned to Formosa 
have orders to remain at least six miles out 
from the Chinese mainland shore. Air gup- 
port is limited and can be almost hopelessly 
crippled by bad flying conditions. Liaison 
between the Seventh Fleet and the National- 
ist regime and its forces on Formosa has 
recently been improved, but is probably still 
far from perfect.

The answer to this question would seem 
to depend on the answers to three others: 

First and most obviously there is the ques- 
tion, Do the Chinese Communists want a 
major war with the United States now? 

Second, do the Soviets want war 
America now? 

Third, could Moscow control the Chinese 
Communists on this issue, or is the Red 
regime in Peiping able and willing to defy 
the Kremlin? 

There is no é¢onsensus in Washington on 
the question whether or not the Chinese 
Communists are prepared to risk war with 
the United States now. The best judges 
of these matters say it is simply impossible 
to estimate Peiping’s intentions, 

On the question of what the Soviets’ 
intentions are, there is, on the other hand, 
a preponderant judgment that the Kremlin 
probably does not want war with America 
now. 

If Peiping wants to avoid war with the 
United States now, then presumably it will 
not attack Formosa, for it seems unlikely 
that Moscow could force the Chinese to at- 
tack if the Chinese Reds were determined 
not to do so, 

There is no way of knowing what will 
happen, hewever, if Peiping wants to attack 
but Moscow opposes such action. The Krem- 
lin might be better able to veto action than 
to compel it, but no one here cares to specu- 
late aloud as to the outcome of such a dis- 
agreement.

Because of Someone’s Mistake. 


Even assuming that Russia does not want 
war with the United States, however, it is 
still possible that such a war might Occur, 
as the result of mistakes by any one or more 
of the persons engaged in the deadly drama 
now under way, or even as a consequence of 
the sheer momentum of events already set in 
motion. 

This possibility is a peculiarly ominous 
one for the United States. For if war 
comes on the Formosan question, America 
has no sure allies it can count upon. 

The American intervention in Korea has 
the sanction of the U.N. and the co-operation 
of the overwhelming proportion of U.N. mem- 
bers. The American intervention in Formosa 
has no such sanction or support. The U.N.

What will America do if Russia openly in- 
tervenes in Formosa?

Have plans been prepared for dealing with 
eventualities like these? 

There is reason to believe that the Gov- 
ernment had no plans for these and other 
possible contingencies when the decision 
was taken to intervene in the Far East. 

The decision was arrived at quickly and on 
the basis of what seems to have been an 
inadequate estimate of what was involved. 
It is possible to differ as to the correctness 
of the decision. There is little room for 
doubting, however, that the decision was 
reached on at least partially faulty ap- 
praisals of the Korean Communists’ capabili- 
ties and intentions. 

For at least 36 hours following the Reds’ 
initial onslaught, Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
considered that the invasion was a relative- 
ly small-scale operation which could be re- 
pulsed with modest American air and sea 
support. 

There is a second important reason why 
plans had not been worked out in advance 
for dealing with the current Far Eastern 
crisis, moreover, for the decision to inter- 
vene was a reversal of previous policy. The 
United States had written off Korea and For- 
mosa, and had virtually written off Indo- 
china, at least in the sense that Washington 
had decided that none of those areas was im- 
portant enough to warrant the use of Ameri- 
can armed forces to defend them. 

The United States Government would not 
provide military aid or advice to Chinese 
forces on Formosa; Truman said flatly at 
a press conference on Jan. 5, and Secretary 
of State Dean Acheson said as late as June 
23 that this policy remained unchanged. 

This decision had finally been reached at 
a meeting of the National Security Council 
on Dec. 29, 1949, after more than four years 
of discussion and debate in the State 'De- 
partment and the National Military Estab- 
lishment, 

The Administration had also served what 
was virtually formal, official notice, that this 
country did not guarantee Korea or Indochina 
either: 

“The (American) defense perimeter runs 
along the Aleutians to Japan and then goes 
to the Ryukus,” Acheson declared in a 

at the National Press Club here on Jan. 12. 
“So far as the military security of the other 
areas in the Pacific is concerned, it must be 
clear that no person can guarantee these 


Will the United States declare gwar on 


areas against military attack.” 
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Thus the United States had no adequate 
plans for intervening in these areas because 
it had no intention of intervening in them. 

The State and Defense Departments went 
to work on plans when the Communists 
struck in Korea, and have been striving stren- 
uously ever since to foresee possible future 
developments and to prepare for them. Some 
of the best talent in Washington has been 
working on these plans. General courses of 
action have been agreed upon, at least in 
principle, for dealing with the most important 
eventualities which might materialize. 

Most of these plans must necessarily be 
still in rudimentary form, however. There 
hasn’t been time to work them out in detail. 

In any event, no matter how well or how 
ill America may have analyzed future possi- 
bilities, and no matter how far advanced the 
plans are for dealing with these various con- 
tingencies, officials decline to discuss them 
publicly. To do so would be to give aid and 
comfort to the enemy, they point out. 


Washington Policy Decisions 
Concerning Formosa and Asia. 


Certain broad policy decisions have, how- 
ever, been publicly proclaimed, and certain 
others seem clearly discernible in the logic 
of the situation. 

For one , the United States has made 
it clear/that it will do everything it can to 
prevent; the present conflict from spreading. 
The can interventions in Formosa and 
Indochina are designed to serve this purpose. 
Washington is being meticulously careful to 
refrain from charging the Soviets with any 
direct responsibility ror the Korean crisis. 
The Administration seeks to mobilize, for the 
present, only enough forces to deal with the 
more immediate threat to world peace, and 
the more immediate implications of . that 
threat. Washington has not called for any- 
thing like full mobilization, partly hecause 
it does not wish to set off a chain reac- 
tion of other full mobilizations which it 
would be difficult to stop short of world war. 


The United States will continue to make 
every proper conceivable effort to avoid be- 
coming involved in war with the Soviets or 
the Chinese Communists, and will refrain 
from declaring war on Russia or on any of 
its satellites so long ‘as this is humanly 
possible. 

. On the other hand, President Truman has 
also made it clear that the Soviets and their 
satellites will risk a world war if they indulge 
themselves in any more “little wars” like the 
Korean invasion.

power to unleash or withhold acts of armed 
aggression must realize that new recourse to 
aggression in the world today might well 
strain to the breaking point the fabric of 
world peace,” the President said in his mes- 
sage to Congress of July 19. 


This means, among other things, that 
Europe still comes first. 

It is first in American policy and Wash- 
ington thinks it is first in Soviet policy too. 
The United States will not allow its atten- 
tion to be distracted and its strength dissi- 
pated by “colonial” campaigns in the remote 
margins of the globe. It will continue to 
place first emphasis on the continent which 
is the most important and where America 
can bring its strength most effectively to 
bear—on Europe. 

The President has reaffirmed this principle 
of policy on several occasions since the out- 
break of the crisis in the Far East. The 
Atlantic Treaty organization must be 
strengthened, he has declared, the Mutual 
Defense Assistance Program .must be in- 
creased, and the European Recovery Program 
also must be made to serve the interests of 
the Atlantic Community in even greater 
measure than before. 

It seems extremely unlikely, accordingly, 
that the United States would withdraw its 
forces from Europe in order to employ them 
in Asia. Washington is more apt to increase 
these forces than it is to reduce them. 

These principles and preparations are all 
very well for the more remote future, so far 
as they go, but they don’t go very far toward 
meeting the needs of the more immediate 
present and nearer proximity in time. 


The United States is appallingly ill-pre- 
pared for a crisis in Formosa or anywhere 
else. Its strength is potential, not speedily 
realizable, and its plans are more like 
aspirations than like practical programs for 
action. 

Why has the United States embarked on 
such mountainous seas in such a fragile 
vessel of policy, with so few navigational 
charts and instruments and with no cer- 
tainty that there will be any friendly ac- 
companying craft? 

Why has America suddenly reversed its 
position and thrust its outermost defense 
perimeter in East Asia 100 to 500 miles back 
into Communist-threatened areas? 

The answer seems to be that the decision 
against using American armed forces in 
Formosa was a close one, with the con-

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Alaska’s Tribal People 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Extending statehood to our territorial 

Opulations in Alaska and Hawaii 
S a wise and just move which will 
undoubtedly prove a gain for American 
democracy in the eyes of the world. Un- 
fortunately, however, if statehood for 
Alaska involves an assault upon the 
land rights of the aboriginal popv)ation, 
the prestige of our country will not 
gain, but will in fact suffer a serious 
blow. . : 

There is danger that that is about to 
happen. The current Alaska statehood 
bill, H.R. 331, in the form in which it 
is being considered by the United States 
Senate, includes the provision in its 
Section 5, Part L: 

“Ponding action by the people of 
Alaska and the Congress as provided 
in this act, no reservations for use and 
occupancy by the natives of Alaska 
shall be designated in the Territory by 
authority of any law of the United 
States.” 

This repeals an act of 1936 under 
which our Department of the Interior 
was authorized to negotiate with the 
Aleut, Eskimo and Indian people of 
Alaska confirmations of title to posses- 
sion of their lands and resources. This 
was in fulfillment of a promise of the 
United States made 69 years earlier in 
the 1867 Treaty of Cession by which we 
acquired Alaska. 

Such a repeal at this time is an out- 
right default in our commitment to a 

defenseless, non-Caucasion minority. In 
the bill, it is phrased as temporary, but 
temporizing, postponement and delays 
have been the weapons used since 1867 
to prevent confirmation of Alaskan na- 
tive Jand rights. - 


The question of Alaskan native res- 


ervations is solely a matter of native | 


land rights. A land area is “reserved” 


. to native ownership by mutual agree- 
ment between the native group and the 


United States Government. 

Confirmation of Aleut, Eskimo and 
Indian people of Alaska to ownership 
of the lands they now occupy and use 
is just, and it is very long overdue. The 
price of full democracy for all Alaskans 
+—including the natives, now 40 per cent 
of the territorial population—must not 
be a sell-out of native land rights. 


Those of us who are jealous of the 
honor of our country and proud of its 
high principles must demand of the 
Congress that it stréke out this vicious 
anti-reservation clause and make the 
Alaska statehood bill a vehicle of true 
democracy for all Alaskans.

The Post-Dispatch believes that the American 


people are entitled to know much more about 


the .United States’ connections with Formosa 
and its discredited chief refugee, Chiang Kai- 
shek, than they have been told up to now. 

Grant that the President’s purpose was to 
draw a line between the outbreak in Korea and 
the Chinese Civil War. Grant that Mr. Truman 
had good intentions when he said, June 27, that 

the Seventh Fleet would give sea protection to 
Formosa. Grant that the rule must be, except 
in rare instances, to support the Commander-in- 
Chief. 3 eas 

Even so, there are too many unanswered 
questions concerning Formosa. 

For months this country was officially unin- 
terested in what happened to Chiang. We quit 
pouring mohey down his military rat-hole. ‘We 
said in effect that we had no stake in whether 
he survived Communist Mao’s promised invasion 
of Formosa, when and if it came. We even said 
we would not use the veto to block Communist 
China’s admission to a ‘seat on the U.N. Security 
Council. These became major elements of the 
Truman Administration’s Pacific policy. 

. * * 

The Korean war may cast Formosa in a some- 
what different light, but cannot have changed 
the colors entirely. Yet we seem now to be 
almost wholly reversed. Gen. MacArthur is the 
U.N. leader as well as the American commander. 
Has he exceeded the commitment of Mr. Tru- 
nfan to give sea protection to Formosa? 

We put this as a question because we do 
not know. Perhaps Washington does not know 
either, since Ambassador Harriman is now in 
Tokyo on a mission from the White House. As 


possible explanation, John M. Hightower df the 


Assocated Press says that MacArthur went to 
Formosa to see Chiang without consulting the 
State Department. The same experienced re- 
porter says that the General has left Mr. Tru- 
man and Secretary Acheson “in the dark as to 
the results he has achieved.” 

The great strength of our moral position in 
Korea, though we have been heavily outmanned 
and outgunned, is that we stood up in the name 
of the U.N. against armed aggression. But there 
is no such support for a defense of Formosa 
against Mao. Throughout Western Europe this 
has been made crystal clear. 

The New Statesman and Nation of London, 
for example, says that the Formosan develop- 
ments have “created a dangerous breach in 
Anglo-American policy and immensely increased 
the risk of the war spreading.” Therein, says 
this thoughtful journal, is a reason why British 
Commonwealth nations have been slow to send 
ground forces to Korea. 

. . * 

We are flying the U.N. flag in Korea. Were 
Mao to launch an invasion of Formosa in 
the few remaining weeks of good weather, we 
would be on our own (aside from Chiang) if 
we attempted to defend the island. That would 
destroy our moral position in Korea. Thus, we 
would be involved in a war alone against the 
Communist armies of China. What would better 
suit the purpose of the Kremlin? Then it 
could choose an hour to strike against Berlin, 
Western Germany and the rest of free Europe 
when we were heavily pressed in the Orient. 

The American citizen is deeply perplexed. He 
wants to support his Commander-in-Chief, but 
he is worried by the contradictions surrounding 
the question of Formosa. 

Are not the American people entitled to the 
facts? The answer is of course that they are 
entitled to know. Otherwise we ourselves under- 
cut our own case for democracy. 

This confusion should be cleared up before 
its damage becomes perhaps irreparable. Presi- 
dent Truman, who changed the Formosan policy, 
is the man to make a clear, forthright, detailed. 
statement to the country—and to the world. 
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Vandalism at Big Spring 

The cutting of whole healthy stands of pine 
trees at Big Spring State Park is an act of van- 
dalism.

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For Nerves Just a Little Less Raw 

The irritations of driving to work in St. Louis 
traffic ruin more beautiful mornings than were 
ever spoiled by the Weather Man. 

It is appalling to think of all the profanity 
directed at the driver who weaves across all thé 
traffic lanes to gain 10 seconds which he loses 
at the first red light. Then, there are the cross- 
street truck drivers who nose half-way out into 
a thoroughfare while waiting for the right of 
way. Even more annoying are the double- 
parkers. Perhaps nothing can be done about 
left-turn lanes, but these also add to the general 
melange of screeching brakes, nicked fenders 
and degenerating dispositions. 


But the worst nuisances of all—simply because: 


they are preventable—are caused. by the repair 
crews which begin to tear up the streets just 
when traffic is at its heaviest. Other cities— 
Los Angeles and Phoenix, for example—make 
every effort to avoid such tfaffic tie-ups. Balti- 
more recently hired seven contractors with 365 
workmen to pave 14 blocks of a major street so

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If All of Them Want’ To 


Very few editors and publishers, it seems, 
are going to let the fifth anniversary of Hiro- 
shima pass unnoticed. John Hersey’s famous 
account of the first atomic bombing already has 
been re-issued in a 25-cent edition. Numerous 
articles and editorials also have already ap- 
peared; and, no doubt, there will be more of 
them on this anniversary day. 

These pieces range from the Louisville 
Courier-Journal’s recollection of Henry Stimson’s 
moral justification of the first use of the bomb 
to Collier’s aceount of the, British Home Office 
Civil Defense 1c ool’s methods of preparing 
Britons for possible atomic attack. 

Perhaps The Saturday Review of Literature 
should get special mention because it published 
two pieces for the occasion, both in the form of 
reports on the state of the world 10 years from 
now. The first of these comes from a scene 
filled with “the spilled stones of tumbled towers 
and the dismembered parts of once great 
bridges.” « It reports not only the decimation of 
life, the empty shells of cities, the parching and 
clotting land, but also what is much worse: “the 
crumbling of the will to create and restore.” The 
other comes from a world spared the atomic 
ordeal because the United States took the lead 
in transforming the United Nations into a world 
government. 

These are anything but new ideas in connec- 
tion with the exploding atom. Scientific terror 
stories, involving atomic pushbutton war, ap- 
peared even before the Smyth Report gave us 
a reasonably comprehensive account of the facts 
of the matter. And the scientists, those who 
best knew how much plausibility. the new facts 
gave this new fiction,.were among the first to 
advocate supra-national government—or at least 
international controls—to prevent disaster. 

We have no inclination to project ourselves a 


decade into the future, either to confirm or to * 


disprove the alternatives conjured up by The 
Saturday Review. We doubt very much that a 
functioning world government will be achieved 
in a time so short as this. But we do not want 
to minimize the terrors of atomic warfare. Hiro- 
shima and Nagasaki were bad enough. And we 
agree that future Hiroshimas might well destroy 
civilization, not merely by killing people, con- 
taminating land and wrecking buildings, but by 
doing these things on a scale so tragic that the 
results might utterly destroy man’s urge to build 
and to create an ever better world. 

The point we would like to make, however, 
on this anniversary day is that this urge is not 
yet dead, not even though the flames are burn- 
ing in Korea which might kindle the world. 
What encourages us is that, through the United 
Nations, immediate steps were taken to put out 
those flames. 

Further steps are, after a fashion, under con- 
sideration at Lake Success. We sincerely hope 
that all of the men there engaged, including 
Russia’s Mr. Malik, will not for a moment forget 
the background of their discussions. We hope 
that none of them, not even our Senator Austin, 
will strive even for a moment to score a mere 
debater's point. 

What happened five years ago should be a 
constant reminder to them of what could happen 
in the years ahead. They must realize that 
atomic tragedy is not inevitable. World gov- 
ernment is not the only way of preventing it. 
The nations now represented in the Security 
Council can lift the threat, if they want to, if 
all of them want to.

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Congress Fiddles 


Prices are still going up, department stores 
here sold 37 per cent more last week than they 
did in the corresponding week of 1949,.but Con- 
gress is still juggling the hot issue of wage and 
price controls. ; 

After deciding once to impose mandatory con- 
trols whenever the cost of living index increased 
more than 5 per cent above the level of last 
June 15, the House reversed itself and decided 
hot to do it, after all. 

This made four wage-price control bills the 
House has rejected thus far, and the end is 
not yet in sight. And certainly of equal impor- 
tance, the jockeying has left stranded President 
Truman’s original request for credit controls, 
materials requisition authority, and stand-by 
allocation powers. | 

The President needs those powers, and he 
should have them without further delay. He also 
needs powers to centrol wages and prices, and 
he should have them without further delay.

Must We Win the Hard Way?

Chilling enormity of challenge facing America increased by 
slowness of threatened peoples to rally to our side; we fight 
for freedom, but are allied with governments known as its 
toes; a gulf separates our troops from those they call “gooks.”

The United States has never lost a major 
war, and is not going to do so now. 

Even so, as we assess the enormity of 
the world-wide challenge we face, as we 
look ahead to the impact on our national 
life of the taxes and controls we must have, 
the effect is chilling. And underneath it 
all is a gnawing sense that we are con- 
demned to winning the hard way. 


Perhaps this feeling is vague. But all 
of us are aware that the downtrodden 
peoples of other continents, for whom the 
United States has always stood as the last, 
best hope of earth, are not wholeheartedly 
on our side. In Korea itself, in China, 
Indochina, Indonesia, Iran, even India— 
yes, and among the masses of Europe—we 
sense something less than whole-souled 
devotion to our side in the titanic struggle 
for the future of the world in which we 
are engaged. 

Why? Every one of us has seen enough 
over 30 years to know that Communism is 
the most gigantically fearsome tyranny the 
world has ever known. Every one of us is 
fiercely convinced that the free way of 
life is infinitely better than any totali- 
tarianism, Red or otherwise. 


Why Chiang Lost 


Why don’t the harried populations of the 
world see that? Why don't they spon- 
taneously rise up as one man to fight on 
our side? The United States stands for 
the individual human being. We want that 
individual to be not only politically free, 
and free in his soul and mind, but to have 
a free right to his own private property. 
“Forty acres and mule,” is phe way we 
once summed it up. 

Yet today, in the struggle with Commu- 
nism, we seem to be allied all around the 
world with governments that to their own 
people are symbols of the denial of the 
free right to property for all. Chiang Kai- 
shek did not lose China for lack of military 
aid. Several billion dollars worth we gave 
him melted away to the Communists. He 
lost because his own people did not sup- 
port the government with which, despite 
his personal integrity, he surrounded him- 
self. That Nationalist Government stood 
as a feudal barrier against the land reform 
that every authority on Asia agrées is the 
only answer to the present revolt against 
a misery that is centuries old. 


This is one basic reason why our appeals 
to peoples everywhere to stand with us 
against Communism fall flat. The Com- 
munists—cynical liars that the record in 
Russia itself shows them to be—promise 
the peasants land, and that is enough. 


For the restless peoples of Asia are 
stirring with a ferment like that which 
banished serfdom in Britain before the end 
of the Middle Ages. France got rid of 
the last traces of it in its Revolution. And 
even the Tsars freed the serfs in 1861. 


Aloof From the People 


Recent news reports from Korea are 
typical of our difficulty. The disciplined, 
indoctrinated Red legions fight not only a 
military but a political war. They speak 
as natives. “We're on your side,” and 
“We'll give you land,” they say. 

By contrast the American troops, igno- 
rant of the individual Korean’s lot and cut 
off by a language barrier, tend to stand 
aloof. Officers as well as the boys from 
the farms and factories, who never 
dreamed they would be fighting and dying 
in Korea, refer to the South Koreans as 
Gooks. This is a familiar World War II 
term for Pacific island natives. In itself 
this is a smal] thing. But it typifies our 
remoteness from those who ought of their 
own free will to be on our side. 


Cheers, but a Gulf 


If anyone has the answer to this prob- 
lem, he has yet to come forward with it. 
It hurts to give our soldiers’ blood, and 
our own substance, in lands that should 
freely and wholly stand with us, but don’t. 
We have right on our side. Indeed the 
whole world stood up and cheered when 
we said to the aggressor, “Thus far and 
no farther.” The fact that we fight under 
the U.N. flag, as representatives of the 
civilized world, means much. This. is 
something that Russia’s sudden decision 
to return to the U.N. cannot take away. 
But we are separated as by a gulf from 
those teeming millions who should rally to 
help us keep the world free. 

We must search for the answer. For 
without it we shall push on into the dark 
years ahead under the greatest possible 
handicap. At the very best the way is go- 


ing to be hard enough. 


Korean Words and Music

Once upon a time, but easily within the 

memory of Chicagoans now approaching 
their seventieth birthdays, the tragic coun- 
try of Korea was regarded as a suitable 
locale for the merriment of a musical 
comedy. It was over the seas and far- 
away; its natives were odd, its scenery 
romantic, and its customs peculiar. More- 
over, it represented a change of diet for 
theatergoers who had already seen too 
many shows of Japanese and Chinese at- 
mosphere. 
. The title of this frolic was “The Sho- 
Gun.” Its librettist was George Ade and 
its composer was Gustav Luders—home 
town hoys both, although Ade hailed from 
Indiana, and Luders from Wisconsin. The 
production was staged by Henry W. Sa- 
vage, a Broadway impresario, but its first 
performances were given in Chicago; at 
the Studebaker, we think. After a few 
weeks here, “The Sho-Gun” moved to New 
York, opening at Wallack’s on Oct. 10, 
1904. Its score there was 125 perform- 
ances, which was an impressive run for 
that period. Then it toured the nation with 
profitable results. In fact, “The Sho-Gun” 
ranked high among the hits of 1904-05. 


The exact location of the story was “a 
small island near Korea.” A glance at any 
will prove that there are dozens, 

maybe hundreds, of islands off the west 
coast of the Korean. peninsula. This gave 


the authors, costumers, and scene painters 


permission to use Japanese and Chinese 
effects when they ran out of authentic Ko- 
rean atmosphere, which happened quite 
early in the plot. 

To this island, by chance, came an Amer- 
ican chewing gum salesman named William 
Henry Spangle. Within a few minutes aft- 
er landing, Spangle had met all the prom- 
inent Koreans and was trying to reform 
them, in the good old American way. 
(This national habit often seems to have 
Wifortunate results when practiced in 
statesmanship.) , 

Among the characters who were “con- 
tacted,” as they did not say in 1904, by 
the egregious Spangle were the shogun, or 
lord, of the country, named Flai-Hai; the 
seductive widow of a former shogun, 
named Omee-Omi; the Princess Hunni- 
Bun, the dowager Hi-Faloot; the astrol- 
oger Hanki-Pank; and a dashing United 
States naval officer, Beverly Dasher. 

At the start, Fritz Williams, a famous 
farceur, was the shogun, and Georgia Caine 
was Omee-Omi. The latter was soon re- 
placed by Trixie for many years 
thereafter a Chicago favorite.

EHIND America’s costly and belated effort to rebuild its 
crumbled national defense lies a history of failure in one of 
the most essential arms of the nation’s military establishment— 


the intelligence services. 


A country’s intelligence machinery ideally ought to furnish the 
information on which national policy and military planning can 
build toward sound objectives. If the United States lacks reliable 
intelligence, it will flounder in the dark, dissipating its enormous 


power. 


Korea brought home the weak- 


mess and misuse of American in- 


telligence and demonstrated. the 

immediate need for improving 

these services. 
- - Major Failures Before Korea. 

Even before Korea, our past in- 
telligence score shows five major 
failures: 

1. The Fall of Czechosloka- 
kia—We thought this would be 
routine change in government, 
not the downfall of a_ free 
Czechoslovakia. 

2. Titos Defection—We had 
no knowledge or forewarn- 
ing of this important break in 
the Russian satellite alliance. 
The G-2 Army intelligence of- 
ficer in charge of the Yugo- 
slav desk at the time was busy 
g Tito in terms of his 
being Stalin’s valet. 

3. The Fall of the Chinese 
Nationalists—All our intelli- 
gence services save G-2 dis- 
counted the capabilities of the 
Communists to overrun China. 

4. Palestine—The military 
abilities of the Arabs were em- 
barrassingly overrated by the 
intelligence groups. 

5. Bogota—Of painful mem- 
ory was the intelligence fiasco 
at Bogota in April 1948, when 
a Colombian revolution ex- 
ploded without notice under 
the noses of the international 
conference of American states 
and the chief United States 
delegate, Secretary of State 
George C. Marshall. It was 
explained later that intelligence 
had reported that there might 
be some picketing, but not 
shooting. 

In all these five intelligence 
breakdowns we had ample num- 
bers of agents'on the scene. We 

do not have the same opportunity 
with Russia. 

Sources of Information. 

The raw materials of our in- 
telligence services flow into Wash- 
ington from sources all over the 
globe. Some of it comes from 
foreign scientific journals; some 
from our “deep cover” agents, 
from military attaches, from na- 
tionals of other countries who 
have defected, from embassies 
and missions, and other sources. 

Each of the three military serv- 
ices and the State Department 
has its own intelligence machin- 
ery, and standing outside all these 
is the major organization—Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency—suppos- 
edly the co-ordinating body under 
the direction of the National Se- 
eurity Council. 

Separately another intelligence 
office, the Joint Intelligence 
Group, services intelligence for 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

Thus the American government 
has the eyes and ears of six dif- 
ferent intelligence branches to 
keep it informed on all the myr- 
jad activities that should be the 
vital concern of any world power. 

In this country, intelligence 
weaknesses begin in the field. 

Too many agents depend, in 
the first place, on a thin State 
Department and Army “cover,” 
which not only is easily unmasked 
but incurs the risk of early de- 
parture from the foreign country 
when trouble starts. State De- 
partment and Army people are 
among the first to go when ten- 
sion verges on war, just the time 
good intelligence is most needed. 

Lack of Trained Agents. 

A further serious weakness in 
this nuclear age is the lack of 
scientifically trained agents in 
the field; men and women who 
know what to look for and when 
to recognize a matter of scientific 
import to this country. 

A top scientist in this country’s 
planning councils makes the 
point, in this connection, that a 
well trained scientist can tell 
from an aerial view of an atomic 
plant its production within 10 per 
cent. 

Lesser faults that arouse criti- 
cism among the officials whose 
work is based on intelligence re- 
ports involve the extensive dupli- 
cation of effort in the field. 
Examples are the interrogation 
of persons who have information 
to give. Often three or more 
American services will process 
such a person to a point where 
he dries up in anger or frustra- 


tion. . 

Around the fluid zone bound- 
aries of Germany, where much of 
the intelligence from Russia is 
gathered from detectives who 
have fled that country, fumbling 
techniques of this kind become a 
serious matter. 

When the intelligence conveyer 
belts from around the world con- 
verge in their respective offices 
in Washington, the same duplica- 
tion occurs—ifi the examination 
of basic documents (CIA’s Office 
of Reports and Estimates exam- 
ines the same documents being 
scrutinized by the Army’s G-2, the 
Air Force’s A-2, the Office of 
Naval Intelligence, and the State 
Department), in the monitoring of 
foreign radio broadcasts (both 
CIA and the Defense Department 
have large, expensive monitoring 
setups), and in the interrogation 
of Americans or other nationals 
returning from overseas. 

Muddles in Evaluation. 

But most inexcusable of all, and 
most fateful for the nation, are 
the muddles in intelligence evalu- 
ation and co-ordination, the inter-

pretations placed on the evaluated 
materials, and the lack of dis- 
semination of raw and finished 
intelligence to interested custom- 
ers. 

It is the duty of CIA under the 
direction of the National Security 
Council to correlate and evaluate 
intelligence touching national se- 
curity. This has not and is not 
being done except in haphazard 
fashion. 

The Joint Intelligence Group 
has tried to pull together the 
service intelligence points of view 
and then cross-check their fin- 
ished reports with the Joint In- 
telligence Committee (composed 
of the service intelligence chiefs), 
the State Department and CIA. 
This has only resulted in cross- 
checks of finished papers but not 
in an initial putting together of 
all raw intelligence material be- 
fore the papers are written. 

A top five-man board, freed 
of all other duties save that of 
carefully collating and evaluating 
all material bearing on the na- 
tional security, was recommended 
by the Hoover Commission to fill 
the gap, but after two years noth- 
ing has been done. 

This is no small oversight be- 
cause many of the most serious 
failures of intelligence in recent 
years have not been in getting the 
needed information but in testing 
its validity and analyzing its 
meaning. “Eyes” and “ears” are 
valueless without “mind.”

1948 Example Cited. 


In March, 1948, for example, 
the Defense Department got intel- 
ligence from Gen. Lucius D. Clay 
in Germany indicating the likeli- 
hood of a Russian invasion of Eu- 
rope. The late Secretary of De- 
fense James Forrestal summoned 
all intelligence chiefs to his office 
over a two-day period and by

blockade. 

This evaluation was correct, but 
it was reached only after all the 
intelligence available on the mat- 
ter had been presented and recon- 
ciled, with-some dissent. 

Up to now the services still 
withhold plannings and oper- 
ational information from CIA. 
The Joint Chiefs of Staff have 
ruled that none of their 2000 
super-secret strategic papers 
that are the basis for the na- 
tion’s overall planning, and 
would be the blueprints for 
action in countless different 
areas, can be turned over to 
CIA. 

Furthermore, it has only been 
in the last three weeks that CIA 
representatives have been al- 
lowed in the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff “situation room” where 
current United States and en- 
emy operations information is 
posted. 


This mistrust of CIA is abetted 
by the State Department, which 
does not admit the agency to its 
top policy councils. 

Recently the State Department 
was slow to turn over to CIA the 
cables from our embassy in Mos- 
cow relative to the talks between 
the British Ambassador, Sir David 
V. Kelly, and Andrei Gromyko 
over Korea. 

Because of this poor inter- 
change of all intelligence, the na-; 
tion’s cabinet officers have very 
little confidence in intelligence in 
general, and in particular in 
CIA’s product. They tend to rely 
on the intelligence of their own 
services. 

The separate military services 
base much of their operational 
planning on their own intelligence 
estimates, not on CIA reports or 
on joint briefings. 

Even the President does not 
always utilize either the joimt 
service briefings or the CIA 
report. 

During the early days of the 
Korean crisis the President was 
briefed by an Army G-2 colo- 
nel at 6:10 a.m. when he awoke, 
and it was only after Gen. Omar 
N. Bradley, chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, suggested 
that a more co-ordinated form 
of briefing might make more 
sense that the President re- 
ceived his briefings from Gen. 
Bradley. 

Intelligence officers of long 
standing and experience say that 
the following steps must be taken 
before the United States can have 
basic confidence in its intelli- 
gence. 

1. The National Security Coun- 
cil should give CIA the power to 
collate and co-ordinate all rel- 
evant intelligence and should de- 
lineate clear lines of intelligence 
responsibility among the services 
and the State Department.

siderations for and against it

In the National Security Coun- 
cil meeting of last Dec. 29 at 
which the policy of noninterven- 
tion was decided upon, nobody 
advocated using American armed 
forces in Formosa. All Gen. 
Omar N. Bradley, chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, pro- 
posed was the sending of a mis- 
sion of military advisers to 
Chiang Kai-shek and the shipping 
of more arms and equipment. 
Secretary of State Acheson op- 
posed the providing of even these 
limited sorts and quantities of 
aid, and the President upheld 
Acheson. 
This decision was, however, far 
from being as one-sided as the 
proceedings of the National Se- 
curity Council might seem to in- 
dicate. Important elements in 
both the State and Defense De- 
partments had opposed it and 
continued to do so. Notably vocal 
and influential Republicans hated 
and fought the decision. There 
were unfriendly mutterings and 
not a few hostile shouts from 
public opinion at large. 


President Truman himself 
seems to have been far from 
happy at having ordered “an- 
other retreat,” and apparently 
he became increasingly 
gruntled as time passed and 
criticism of the decision 
mounted. 

This, then, was the unstable 
balance of policy when the Com- 
munists struck. 

It was “the manner and the 
moment” of their striking that 
reversed the American position, 
one of the most influential pol- 
icy-makers in Washington says. 
The Communist invasion was 
“the most cynical, brutal, naked 
attack upon an undefended coun- 
try that could occur,” Secretary 
of State Acheson has said. 

Even Hitler, in his rawest and 
most blatant aggressions, usually 
employed some of that hypocrisy 
which is traditionally the tribute 
vice pays to virtue—some excuse 
or denial or “justification” calcu- 
lated to allow waverers to yield 
with at least some pretext of rec- 
titude. 


Poor Excuse. 

It is true that the Communists 
soon produced the claim that they 
had been attacked, and were 
merely defending themselves, but 
this was pretty poor and amateur- 
ish stuff, even by the abysmal 
standards of totalitarian propa- 
ganda. It hardly afforded their 
opponents an excuse for not 
acting. 

Subtler forms of attack might 
have succeeded. Strikes, sabo- 
tage, riots and the other “third 
degree” methods of which the 
Communists are so fond and in 
whose uses they are so skilled— 
these might have succeeded. They 
might have brought down the 
none too popular regime of Syng- 
man Rhee in such a manner that 
the free world would have been 
hard put to it to intervene effec- 
tively. Something of this sort 
had, indeed, been anticipated in 
Washington as a distinct possibil- 


ity. 

The Kremlin and its stooges 
in Korea were so contemptuous 
of the outside world, however, 
that they scorned these subtler 
methods. They attacked in the 
most open and brazen manner 
conceivable, and they thereby 
left the free world little choice. 
The world could hardly have ig- 
nored the invasion of South Ko- 
rea even if it had wished to do 
50. 

The timing of the Communist 
attack also played an important 
part in reversing American policy. 
Even as recently as a year ago, 
the free world might have been 
much slower to oppose by force 
of arms even a ‘cynical, brutal, 
naked attack.” 

The Soviets’ policy of universal 
and perpetual threats and harass- 
ments is the sort of policy that 
succeeds for a time. But it is a 
policy also likely to have, after 
a while, quite another effect. 
Once enough men have come 
to the conclusion that “you can’t 
do business with Hitler’’—or, con- 
ceivably, with Stalin—they will 
stand and fight even on an issue 
which they would have declined 
to face. earlier. It is the cumula- 
tive effects of continued threats 
and harassments which counts 
in the end. 

This is what has happened 
in the case of Formosa—and 
Korea and Indochina—and this. 
is what may happen in the case 
of other issues which may arise 
in the future. “Thus far and no 
further,” people say. “We have 
had enough and more than 
enough. ‘If they mean to have

If these are the broader and 
more general _ considerations 
which caused the reversal of 
American policy, what are the 
more particular reasons for the 
decision to intervene in Formo- 
sa?

Standing off the China coast 
at the mainland’s greatest bulg- 
ing into the sea, Formosa is a 
bastion athwart the vital sea 
and air routes both from North 
to South and from East to West 
in the farther reaches of the 
Pacific, and can command these 
routes, or at least threaten 
them, and can threaten also the 
targets which lie along these 
routes. 


As the bomber flies, Korea, 
Manila and Tokyo are all within 
five to six hours’ distance from 
Formosa, and Okinawa is only 
three to four hours away. Every 
point on the entire coast of China 
lies within 1100 miles of the 
island. Australia is about 2300 
miles distant, and Guam only 
1750. The port of Bako in the 
nearby Pescadores islands was the 
most important single base for 
Japanese aggression in the South- 
west Pacific during World War 


II, 

Not only is Formosa thus stra- 
tegically located, but it is also 
important to the United States— 
and to every other power—be- 
cause, being an island, it is 
peculiarly amenable to the em-

For Formosa is the last foot- 
hold which Chiang Kai-shek has 
been able to maintain. So long as 
the Nationalists are that near the 
mainland, they hold out a hope 
and an example of resistance to 
the peoples across the straits, and 
they can give at least modest mil- 
itary support to the like-minded 
on the continent itself. If and 
when a time comes that seems 
auspicious for a re-entry of anti- 
Communist forces into the main- 
land, moreover, Formosa could 
serve as a sally port for that pur- 
se. And so long as this pos- 
sibility exists, the Communists 
must maintain forces and remain 
alert to repel such an assault. 


In a still more fmmediate sense, 


Formosa is particularly important 
because of the clash of arms in 
Korea. Peace and stability would 
always be vital in Formosa, and 
now are doubly so—and doubly 
difficult to maintain—because of 
the conflagration nearby. World 
peace and security, and the sur- 
vival of the U.N., would be pre- 
cious at any time. They are 
doubly precious now when they 
are in such peril. 


Finally, Formosa is important 
for domestic American reasons, 
too, for it has become a symbol 
of anti-Communist resistance in 
all Asia—where such resistance 
has seldom recently been con- 
spicuous for either its will or its 
capacity to stand up to the So- 
viets and their satellites.

Nationalist Chinese forces occu- 
pied the island following the Jap- 
anese surrender in 1945, but Chi- 
ang Kai-shek used some of his 
less-admirable troops and admin- 
istrators for the purpose, and 
there was soon serious trouble 
between the people of the island 
and their new rulérs. 

The difficulties came to a head 
early in 1946, and on Feb. 28 of 
that year Gen. Chen Yi, the 
Kuomintang Governor of For- 
mosa, used his forces against the 
disaffected people with such ruth- 
lessness that several thousand, 
Formosans — men, women and 
children—were killed in the proc- 
ess. Estimates of the total put to 
death vary from 3000 to 20,000.

New administrators have lately 
instituted far-reaching social re- 
forms which may have done more 
to reconcile the Formosans to 
Nationalist rule, but it seems 
doubtful that they are prepared 
to rejoice unreservedly at even 
these improved prospects. 

The international legal aspects 
of Formosa’s future are equally 
unclear. 

One school of thought here 
argues that no Chinese regime can 
claim title to the island, because 
no Japanese peace treaty has yet 
been signed and Japan’s surren- 
der of Formosa has thus never 
been legally consummated. The 
island still belongs to Japan, this 
school of thought maintains. Or 
it may belong legally to the 
World War,IlI allies, in whose 
favor the Japanese made at least 
a preliminary waiver of their 
rights in the surrender instru- 
ment signed aboard the Missouri. 

But in either event, neither the 
Chinese Communists nor the Chi- 
nese Nationalists have any rights 
to Formosa, in this view, and the 
United States or perhaps the U.N. 
can and should decide its imme- 
diate disposition. 

Rejected. 

In the past, the Administration 
has rejected this argument with 
some vehemence. It should be a 
basic rule of American foreign 
policy “to keep our own purposes 
perfectly straight, perfectly pure 
and perfectly above-board and...

Elliot Paul Returns 


To the Rue de la Huchette

HE Rue de la Huchette is a 

T stor Parisian thoroughfare 
that connects the Rue de 
Petit Pont and the Boulevard 
St. Michel. It contains no fa- 
mous architectural monuments, 
-ho great cultural institutions, 
mo fashion salons, no world- 
famous restaurants, no glitter- 
ing palaces of sin. Neverthe- 
less it has achieved a consider- 
able eminence in the last 10 
years because Elliot Paul lived 
there and wrote about it in his 
widely circulated book, “The 

Last Time I saw Paris.” 


One or two reviewers who 
claimed a specialized knowl- 
edge of the French people in 
general and the Parisian petit 
beurgeois in particular were 
rather severe with Mr. Paul for 
imputing a false glamor to this 
simple community. To their 
way of thinking his chronicle 
encouraged wrong ideas by 


pointing up the odd, perverse 


and vivid characteristics of his 
selected group. 


Maybe so. Certainly it was 
no- French “Middletown” and 
didn’t pretend to be and no 
doubt Mr. Paul did a lot of 
foreshortening and. touching up 
here and there. What seemed 
authentic to the American 
reader was its general spirit. 
The French of the Rue de la 
Hutchette were malicious, con- 
niving, generous, impulsive, 
lazy, industrious—each in his 
own way. They were individ- 
ualistic to the point of anarchy 
but they shared a common in- 
terest in ideas and were incur- 
ably insular in rating every- 
thing non-French as being too 
remote to bother with.

WORLD” is written by 
Louis J. Halle, who has 
worked in the State Depart- 
ment for the past 10 years and 
dis now a Special Adviser for 
Inter-American Affairs. So far 
as I know, his loyalty is un- 
questioned. 

Mr. Halle is a youngish man, 
only 40 years old. He has writ- 
ten the book in the form of a 
letter to his son, who is much 
younger—still in diapers, if I 
get it straight. The kid, of 
course, can’t read it, but you 
and I can. Most people who do 
read it will do so with pleasure 
and profit, I should say. The 
man writes very well. 

By the time the boy is 21 and 
can read and understand this 
“letter,” his dad will be 20 
years older and should know 
more about “Facing the World,” 
or at any rate, he will know 
better what sort of world is to 
be faced. Then he can write an- 
other letter to his 21-year-old 
son that will doubtless suit both 
of them better than this one. 

However, this “letter” is 
right well done, although it 
bogs down a bit toward the 
end. Mr. Halle is a profound 
pessimist and says so. It is to 
his credit. The State Depart- 
ment propaganda hasn’t fooled 
him altogether. He has been 
reading Toynbee, I would say. 
At any rate, he says “If you 
ask me whether I believe the 


fall of our civilization is in- 
evitable, I answer no, but that 
it will surely come to pass.” 

He says, “The world fs full of 
men who know better how to 
do than what to do. They are 
masters of means and careless 
of ends—and declare war for 

ends that lose themselves.” 
Here I think Mr. Halle may 
have the State Department par- 
ticularly in mind; but he does 
not say so.

HE thesis of the “letter” is 
T mainly this: He tells his 

boy that he is unfortunately 
born into a civilization that will 
be disintegrating before his 
eyes; but that he can neverthe- 
less save himself.

How Right 
To Organize 
Developed 


ITS LIMITS, by Kurt Braun. ee 
ings Institution, 321 pgs., $3. 
TARTING with the premise 
that the basic problem in 
labor relations today is no 
longer recognition of the right 
to organize but rather the lim- 
its within which that right may 
be exercised, Dr. Braun has 
produced a history of how that 
right developed and how its 
limits have been applied in the 
United States and certain coun- 
tries of Western Europe. 


It is an erudite work in its 
factual development if some- 
times fuzzy in its conclusions, 
the latter an inevitable result 
of the author’s expressed pur- 
pose to treat the subject de- 
scriptively with a minimum of 
criticism and evaluation. 


Dr. Braun, formerly a judge 
in the labor court at Vienna, 
who came to this country short- 
ly before the start of the last 
World War, is at his best in de- 
scribing ‘how the vastly differ- 
ing social and political environ- 
ments of the United States and 
of Europe shaped their labor 
movements along different 
courses. 

In dealing with limitations 
on the scope of labor activity, 
he devotes most of his discus- 
sion to the various forms of 
compulsory unionism, particu- 
larly the closed shop, but also 
such types of organization as 
the union shop, preferential hir- 
ing, and maintenance of mem- 
bership. He points up the con- 
trast between the attitudes of 
American labor leaders who 
have sought the maximum of 
“union security” in the closed 
shop and that of European la- 
bor leaders who generally 
speaking, don’t want the closed 
shop, whether or not it is per- 
mitted by law. 
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HESE disparate attitudes of 
T ator leaders on the two 

continents stem largely, as 
Braun suggests, from the dif- 
ferent conditions under which 
labor movements here and there 
have developed. 

The bargaining unit for the 
union worker in Europe is not 
necessarily the union to which 
he belongs, because unions 
there became, not primarily

HESE experts are not giv-

The book was published two 

years ago in Germany and has 

achieved considerable popular- 

ity in Europe. It is part of a 

large crop of postwar writing 

to come out of occupied Ger- 
many. Some 5000 titles were 
published there last year (in 

comparison with some 10,000

The story concerns a young 
self-styled anti-Nazi who is 
drafted into the German Army 
and captured by the Americans 
in Italy. Passively disapproving 
Hitler’s motives and methods, 
Guhler is only too glad to be 
taken prisoner, realizing that 
until the Germans have lost 
the war they cannot begin to 
rebuild their country. He re- 
mains loyal to his German com- 
rades and clings to the idealis- 
tic belief that Germany 


wants. The Americans, he 
hears, plan to re-educate the 
Germans for democracy, with 
or without their approval. “My 
God,” says Guhler, “Collective 
guilt . . they can’t just turn 
around and repeat the whole 
dirty mess all over again!” 
ae ae 

ICHTER has been fairly 

successful in what he set out 

to do in “Beyond Defeat.” 
Intended to justify the “‘pas- 
sive” anti-Nazi, it stands some- 
what as an apology for those 
Germans who Said they were 
against Hitler, but failed to do 
anything about it. The author 
has chosen a most dramatic and 
fitting way to present his story. 
Most of it is conversation, and 
the settings are so restricted— 
a foxhole, a barracks room, a 
classroom, etc.—that they would 
lend themselves to a stage set- 
ting. His characters are not 
individuals but mere vehicles 
for the message. For example, 
we learn nothing about Guhler 
that makes him seem like a 
man—where he came _ from, 
what he did before he entered 
the army, or indeed if he even 
existed before he became a 
soldier. 

We may presume that his life 
closely parallels that of Richter 
himself, who, as an anti-Nazi, 
had experiences very like those 
of aa protaganist- He now 
lives’ in Munich where he is a

World of the 
Teen-Age Boy 


TWO ADOLESCENTS, by Alberto 
Moravia. (Farrar-Strauss, 268 pgs. 
$2.50.) 
WO poignant and sensi- 
T tively poised studies of 
adolescence by a gifted con- 
temporary Italian writer make 
up the contents of this volume. 
They are the stories of Agos- 
tino and Luca, both intelligent 
sons of substantial middle-class 
‘perents. The gropings of these 
boys through the ages of 13 and 
15 are told with terrifying 
vividness and deep perception. 
Here is a glimpse through the 
eyes of a subtle artist into the 
strange, frightening world of 
the teen-age boy. 

The story of Agostino, the 
shorter tale of the two, con- 
cerns an extremely sheltered 
boy of 13 whose narrow world 
begins to topple when his 
widowed mother accepts the at- 
tentions of a strange man. The 
innocence of childhood is then 
irretrievably destroyed by a 


' gang of working-class friends 


who crudely initiate him into 
the mysteries of sex. At the 
conclusion of the tale Agostino 
has only begun to fight his way 
through to maturity. 

Conversely, the story of Luca 
ends on the threshold of man- 
hood after detailing the last 
bitter months of adolescence. 
Luca, the 15-year-old son of a 
successful Roman lawyer, re- 
jects life and wages a silent 
fight against it. A more com- 
plex character than Agostino, 
Luca also struggles with the 
awakening impulses of sex. His 
redemption and acceptance of 
life are achieved through the 
love and devotion of a nurse 
who brings him saf@ly through 
a long illness. 

These stories are not juvenile 
fiction; nor are they conven 
tional stories of plot. They are 
instead sketches in which ‘inci- 
dent is subordinated to charac- 
ter and the authors’ subtle in- 
sights delight the reader. His 
artistic handling of his mate- 
rials, including the difficult sex 
theme, stamp this volume as 
work of high quality.

New Chemicals 
Now Regulate 
Garden Growth 


By Eleanor B. McClure 
Gardeners who follow the organic 
system do have a talking point, 
for increasing use of potent chem- 
icals is rather alarming. To the 


Li- |long list of insecticides and her- 


bicides, we must-now add amaz- 
ing new growth regulators. 

Synthetic hormones used in the 
past have been close kin to weed- 
killing 2, 4D. In various dilu- 
tions these chemical compounds 
perform different chores. They 
can stimulate root growth, pro- 
duce earlier and almost seedless 
tomatoes, prevent premature drop 
of apples, and keep the lowly 
potato from. sprouting, softening, 
or shriveling. 

Now comes a new growth regu- 
lator: maleic hydrazide, which 
may receive the nickname, M-H. 
This compound, which is not 
available to the public yet, is 
being used in experimental re- 
search in many different parts of 
the country. Instead of stimulat- 
ing plants, the new chemical 
seems tq throw the growth cells 
at the tip of the stem into low 
gear, ‘which soon slows up the 
development of the entire plant. 

Sprays of M-H can be used to 
delay the flowering of peaches, 
apricots, apples, pears, and small 
fruits, thus preventing damage 
from late frosts. Another re- 
markable feat is that M-H prac- 
tically stops the growth of hedges 
and grass. If sprayed at the 
proper dosage, a hedge might 
have to be trimmed but once a 
year, and grass mowed about 
twice during the s@ason. 

Eliminates Detasseling. 

Hybridists are using M-H to 
produce corn with infertile pollen, 
which would eliminate the labor 
of detasseling in production of 
hybrid seed. Early flowering 
plants can also be sprayed, to 
delay the blooming season, so 
that pollen will be available for 
crosses with later varieties. 

As too much M-H kills the tips 
of plants, commercial growers are 
considering the. possibility of 
using the chemical to “pinch” 
chrysanthemums. Large doses 
may kill plants completely, but 
since different species vary in 
their susceptibility, M-H also may 
be used as a weed-keller. Pesti- 
ferous crab grass succumbs to 
doses that do not faze blue grass, 
fescue, bent and other desirable 
lawn grasses. 

Although these experiments 
seem promising, much more know!]l- 
edge must be available before it 
is safe to entrust M-H to the ama- 
teur gardener. At present no one 
knows whether use of this chemi- 
cal will leave injurious long time 
effects on treated plants or on the 
soil. The compound must also be 
tested to be sure that it is not 
harmful to humans and to ani- 
mals. 

As a matter of fact, many of the 
insecticides and herbicides now in 
use are so new that scientists can- 
not guarantee that they will not 
be injurious if applied over a long 
period of time. Hearings on this 
subject, started in January by the 
Food and Drug Administration, 
have lasted more than seven 
months, and only a small part of 
the evidence has been presented. 

Two to Hear About. 

One of the most dangerous of 
the new insecticides, as disclosed 
at the hearings, is parathion, a 
member of a family of deadly 
chemicals known as “nerve gases.”

John McGraw to Carpenter. 


F the Phillies make the grade 

this year and break a long 

pennant famine by winning 
the National League flag, other 
clubs no doubt will study the 
pattern of operation used by 
Bob Carpenter. And the result 
may be a period of great pros- 
eg for high school gradu- 
ates. 


Back in the long-ago days of 
baseball, the checkbook was a 
most potent factor. The late 
John McGraw periodically 
looked around and bought the 
stars he needed from needy 
second division clubs. The Phil- 
lies in those days usually were 
good for a shortstop and a cou- 
ple of pitchers every two or 
three years. 

It was so tough to compete 
with that checkbook that Branch 
Rickey conceived the farm sys- 
tem. In those days, if a minor 
leaguer appeared to be a great 
prospect, the Cardinals couldn’t 
even buy him if they happened 
to get there first. If they made 
a bid, McGraw would be in- 
formed by telephone or tele- 
gram. The Giants or some other 
wealthy club would outbid the 
Cardinals and get the player. 

So Rickey plucked his pros- 
pects long before they started 
to shave. He plucked them by 
the thousands and the old law 
of averages worked. Out of 
each thousand he found occa- 
sionally a big leagver.’ 

With the farm system, the 
Cardinals became  basebali’s 
most powerful organization. 
Virtually all other clubs fol- 
lowed suit, with farms and trial 

camps and scores of full-time 
scouts. 

Competition has been terrific 
in recent years. But Carpenter 
found a way. His pathetic Phil- 
lies have developed into a fine 
pennant prospect in a few short 
years. And when Carpenter tells 
the story, he'll tell how he 
crossed two ideas, the old Mc- 
Graw checkbook system, with 
the Rickey formula of getting 
them young and growing them. 


It Took a Lot of Dough, 
But Here Come the Phils 


Instead of signing thousands 
of players, as Rickey did, Car- 
penter sent out word to screen 
the young crop carefully, pick 
out the brightest of the bright 
and the strongest of the strong, 
and sign them regardless of 
cost. After a few young men 
had cashed luscious bonus 
checks from the Phils, the word 
got around in the high school 
set that it would be wise to give 
Carpenter a chance to bid, be- 
fore signing any baseball con- 
tract. 

And so, by outbidding the 
field for players who seemed to 
be the best prospects, and by 
throwing in some extra dough 
in trades to get desired players, 
the Phils have climbed into the 
pennant contending class. 

With the Cardinals depending 
still on Harry Brecheen, Howie 
Pollet, Alpha Brazle, Max La- 
nier and Ted Wilks, the Phils 

_ have a strong young staff. The 
mainstays are Robin Roberts, 
Bob Miller, Bubba Church, Curt 
Simmons and the eminent bull- 
pen artist, Jim Konstanty. 

If the Phils win this year— 
and they will be sure favorites 
next spring, no matter what 
happens in this race—they’ll be 
good for a long stretch. Eddie 
Waitkus is the only infielder 
with any age and he’s only 30 
years old. Willie Jones, Gran-

Their performances were the 
best of the day on a windswept 
course which kept most of the 
famed names of the game in dif- 
ficulty all the way.

TOKYO, Aug. 5 (UP) — Hiro- 
noshin Furihashi shattered his 
own world record as he won the 
400-meter free style tonight in the 
US.-Japan swimming meet, but 
it was only a consolation prize 
since the underdog Americans 
sewed up the teani title. 

Furhashi swam the 400-meters 
in 4 minutes 33.2 seconds, lower- 
ing his old mark by one and 
four-tenths second. John Mar- 
shall, Yale’s sensational. sopho- 
more who is representing Aus- 
tralia, placed fourth in the event 
which had been heralded as a 
swimming “duel of the century” 
between himself and Furihashi. 
Jim McLane of the New Haven 
Swim Club, was second and Foard 
Konno, of Hawaii third. 


Furihashi’s triumph was all that 
the rain-soaked crowd of 15,000 
had to cheer. The Americans 
swept the first three places in 
both the 100-meter back stroke 
and 100-meter breast stroke, then 
captured the 400-meter relay. 
These victories gave the U.S. a 
31-11 point lead, one point shy 
of victory. That point is sure to 
come in tomorrow’s final events. 

Sweep in 100-Meter. 


James Thomas of the Univer- 
sity of North Carolina won the 
100-meter back stroke from 
second place Allen Stack of the 
New Haven Swim Club while 
Dick Thomas placed third. Stack 
at first seemed to have squeezed 
past Thomas in the blistering 
stretch drive, but apparently 
slowed up too soon.

"VE just been back in the Army and I confess I haven't had 
such fun in years. The last time I saw a G.I. camp I was 


‘wearing five stripes and several inches less ballast around — 


a man of substance, true, but 
whenever a. 19-year-old 
shavetail chose to address me 
I stiffened in the prescribed 
military manner, bent my 
ear attentively and called 
him “sir.” 

Like any G.I. I had my 
dreams of a day when I 
might tell a first sergeant to 
go where I am sure all first 
sergeants eventually go any- 
way; when a colonel would 
nod politely while I detailed 
my own meager tactical ex- 
ploits; and when I would 
drive through the company 
street in a sleek, chauffeur- 
driven sedan ‘while the com- 
moners in khaki froze to at- 
tention all along the way and 
offered their snappiest salute. 

As a visiting reporter a 
few days ago out at Fort 
Riley, Kansas, I have now had my day and I took it as any 
self-respecting civilian should. I did not kick a first ser- 
geant fn the shins. I did not tell the colonel about the time 
we found a whole cellar full of 1923-1926 Moselle wines in 
the newly captured city of Trier. But when my grandchildren 
crowd around to hear what grandpa did in the opening days 
of the Korean war I'll be able to tell them of the fabulous 
Wednesday when I was a V.1.P. for a day.

A V.LP., as almost everybody knows by now, is a 
Very Important Person. I knew I was going to be 
one the minute I stepped off the train at the Fort 
Riley railroad siding. I was with a bunch of barely 
inducted and still ununiformed rookies from St. Louis, 
but the minute I hit solid ground about half the 
people at the station seemed to move in my direction. 
I was the only one on the train wearing a necktie— 
that must have been the dead give-away. I like to 
think, though, that they recognized me by my mili- 
tary bearing.

@ FRANKLY, I have no idea how many people did come 
down to the station to meet me. I have a blurred impression 
of a lieutenant colonel, two majors (one with a swagger stick), 
three captains of various shapes and.sizes, two or three lieu- 
tenants, two photographers, and a couple of sergeants, but I 
know there must have been more of them. 

Somebody grabbed my suitcase. The colonel introduced 
me to everybody with the rank of captain and up and then he 
asked what I wanted to do and who I wanted to see first, who 
I wanted to see next and when I would have time to meet 
the Chief of Staff. The photographers (one army, one civilian) 
asked whose pictures I wanted taken. The colonel said he had 
quarters reserved for me in the bachelor officers’ quarters and 

“Gm the officers’. club and where did I think I would like to 
spend the night? 

We drove away in one of those deep green staff cars and 
I was informed that the sedan and its enlisted driver would 
be at my disposal 24 hours 4 day until I was ready to leave. 
I looked around me in the car and noticed that it was only 
a slightly militarized 1941 Chevvy. But in the Army, as any 
G.I. learns after his first K.P. duty, whoever rides behind 
glass windows is brass. Big brass. And, sure enough, as we 
sped past barracks and parade grounds even the officers fréze 
up and bent their arms for a quick “highball.”

At our first stop the difficulties started. The 
colonel motioned me te go through the door ahead of 
him, I did. The next door set me to thinking. Here 
was a colonel 45 or 50 years old.

But 
what about the majors and the captains and the lieu- 
tenants? Did I outrank them in my gray tropical 
worsted?

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@ WHEN WE GOT DOWN to one of the training companies 
I started having ‘acute posture trouble. I'd be talking to a 
group of officers as soldiers passed by and gave their salutes. 

I'd just 
stand there, suddenly conscious of my slouch and not quite 
knowing what to do with my hands. A couple of times I 
almost caught myself tipping my Panama. 

When we sat down to dinner at the officers’ table we were 
joined by another colonel. He passed the sugar and cream 
just like any private and after the mess sergeant personally 
served our trays—and even smiled as he did so—I couldn’t 
keep myself from complimenting the battalion commander on 
the manners of his sergeants.

all right, and a two-T Smartt 

at that. Nonetheless I was a 
little surprised when I got a card 
telling me that the next annual 
reunion of the Smartt family 
would be at Polk Smartt’s place 
south of Chattanooga, and to be 
there if I loved my kin and 
wanted to have a good time. 

There’s no doubt but what I 
love my kin. Known, in fact, 
as a man who’s nuts about his kin. 
And as for having a good time, 
I like a good time as well as the 
next one. But it had been almost 
30 years since I had seen even 
my own branch of the Smartt 
family, which isn't a very big 
branch as branches go, and the 
other branches I had seen not 
at all. 

I’m one of the Arkansas Smartts 
as a matter of fact, and my knowl- 
edge of the family went back only 
as far as my great grandfather, 
Dr. John Smartt, who started the 
Arkansas branch. And my knowl- 
edge of him was pretty well 
limited to a couple of anecdotes, 
one of them on the heroic side, 
the other the amusing side.

She went 
down in the cellar and got a gallon 
of home-made brandy. Then she 
picked up a musket, just in case, 
got astride a horse and rode right 
into the Yankee camp. She bought 
my great-grandfather off with the 
gallon of brandy and brought him 
home without having to fire a 
shot. I never knew him, but I 
did her, and I’ve never doubted 


but what she did if, or that she. 


would have started shooting if 
necessary.

itself, and aggression, that is 
wicked—not the bomb.

Tour of 4-H Farms 


In Belleview Valley 
By Leonard Hall 


S OME of the most interesting and inspiring work being done 


by and for young people today is in the two rural organi- 
zations known as the 4-H Clubs and the Future Farmers of 
America. Our Belleview 4-H Club, which functions under 
. the leadership of County 
Agent Ryland Miller and the 
2 Rev. Cecil Horner of the 
es vy Methodist Church is a young 
club, but it offers a fine ex- 
ample of the work which is 
being done and the 40 boys 
and girls who make up its 
membership are active and 
enthusiastic. Last week they 
held a “Project Day,” when 
the club and some of its 
friends toured the farms in 
the valley to inspect the live- 
stock projects being carried 
out by a dozen or more of 
the boys. Rain fell inter- 
mittently all morning, which 
might have dampened the 
spirits of a group of adults, 
but merely added zest to the 
adventure for the youngsters. 
We all were well-soaked; but 
every ‘one of those farm boys and girls knew how badly 
the crops and pastures needéd the rain and there were no 
complaints. 

This work carried on by the club members is a vitally 
important part of the 4-H program. The girls in the Belle- 
view Club have set up a cooking class and meet under the 
direction of a trained home economics expert. The boys are 
raising pigs, beef and dairy calves, or are fattening young 
steers for the market. Records are kept of the cost of the 
animal, feed and other expense, so that the boys can deter- 
mine progress and profit. 

ee ey 
At each farm on the tour we found the parents as 
interested in the project as the boy. Since all of the proj- 
ects differed in one respect or another, you might enjoy 
going along on at least part of the tour. We met at the 
ehurch at 8 a.m., a group of some 40 youngsters ranging 
in ages from 10 to 16 years and a half-dozen adults. 
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e WHEN EVERYONE WAS ON HAND, we piled into cars. 
jeeps and pick-up trucks and headed down the Lower Road 
for the Bryan Moore farm. Here David lead out his fine 
young purebred Hereford calf and told us that if it bears out 
the promise it now shows, it will become the herd bull for the 
farm some 18 months from now. A little farther along the 
road is the Miller place and here the project was a spring calf, 
a purebred Hereford heifer still running with its mother. At 
the Hitchings farm, the project was a prize Angus heifer, 
coming two years old and soon to have her first calf. She has 
already taken prizes in 4-H competition at fairs in the neigh- 
boring county seat towns. I was particularly impressed in 
this project, for the Hitchings recently came to the valley 
from St. Louis and are proving that city folks can make good 
farmers. 


* * * 

It was interesting, as we went along, to hear each boy 
give the figures on his project and watch the youngsters 
leaning over the barnyard fence or crowding into a ma- 
thine shed out of the rain to discuss the weight, quality 
or other good points of the animal on display. Jimmy 
White showed a grade dairy heifer, little Joe Ricketts has 
a yearling steer on full feed for the fall market, and the 
Price boys are working with a pig and a calf. 

* 

@ AT THE WALLACE PLACE we saw a fine purbret Angus 
heifer which will one day take its place in the farm herd, 
except that ownership will rest-in the hands of the 12-year-old 
gon instead of with dad. Andy Trask’s boy had a good grade 
Herefora cow with a calf he is fitting for the Potosi Feeder 
Calf Sale, the proceeds to be used to buy another cow. And 
our Buddy McClary showed his 8-month-old Angus Hereford 
heifer, a fine example of the way to grow good calves on good 
grass. She'll be bred to our ECF Super Return, when the 
time comes, and the result will be prime beef. 

Noontime came and we gathered again at the church for 
a picnic lunch, after we'd inspected the OFC-Poland China 
pigs belonging to the Horner boys, back behind the parsonage. 
Then Ryland presented the club with their charter from the 
Department of Agriculture and we all headed home to work. 


* * * 

The clouds thinned out and the sun shone through 
and the thought struck home that in the hands of these 
youngsters lies the future of America. The agriculture of 
our nation is a thing about which we do a great deal of 
boasting. Yet our ideal is still expressed in terms of ever- 
growing quantity which in all too many cases has been at 
a tremendous cost to the well-being of our land. 

* * * 

@ ‘THERE ARE SIGNS here and there that a new day is be- 
ginning to dawn, yet progress is slow. We have by no means 
learned that most of our agricultural achievement has been 
based on mining the vast reserves of plant food stored by 
nature in the soil through countless ages. Tools, fertilizers, 
poison sprays, improved plant varieties—all of these have 
built production and increased the yields per man hour. Yet 
all of them together have not increased per-acre yields over 
what was possible with oldtime seeds and tillage methods. 
And we are only beginning to realize that “fertile” soil does 
not necessarily mean soil boosted to a high yield-per-acre with 
artificial fertilizers and hybrid seeds; for the big crops pro- 
duced may be lower in food value than smaller yields pro- 
duced on land rich in the natural food elements.

Comedians— Their Mother Was Torn Between Fantastic 


Kindheartedness and Knowledge of Financial Plight

HE*' international explosion 
T known as the Marx Bgrethers 

began humbly enough in a 
Manhattan tenement, and is an in- 
credible story of rags to riches by 
riot. 

At the outset and as children, 
the boys made an unwilling but 
conventional approach to the 
stage. Doctor though he yearned 
to be, Groucho made his pitch as 
a singer at the age of 15. Chico 
was obliged to study the piano 
instead of pursuing his favorite 
pastime, gambling, simply because 
it was felt that in every family, 
somebody played the piano.

In the last decade many Ameri- 
can films have been sold to the 
Russians, although the exact ex- 
tent of their distribution among 
Russia’s 30,000 theaters is not 
known. The satellite countries 
were served by the M. P. E. A. 
until recently, when most of them 
clamped down on the showing of 
Hollywood movies. 


One of the last pictures to be 
acquired by the Soviets was “His 
Butler’s Sister” in 1945. Others 
included “Bambi,” “The Little 
Foxes,” “North Star,” “Song of 
Russia,” “Mission to Moscow,” 
“Charley’s Aunt” and a number of 
Deanna Durbin pictures. 

“Edison the Man” was bought 
by the Soviets in 1943. Since then 
Russia has claimed the invention 
of electric light, and it is to as 
sume that Spencer Tracy and his 
Edison characterization no longer 
ay the blessings of the author- 
ties.

His position 
is strengthened by the wartime 
destruction of museums and 
libraries in Europe. 

QGnce more Taylor, failing to 
stress the appeal of art as art, 
reiterates the role of the Met as 
“a visual library for the course of 
history as a whole.”

There follows, rather lamely, the 
explanation that the “museum 
has limited purchase funds, and 
it would be absurd to compete 
with the Museum of Modern Art 
and private collectors in an area 
where admittedly prices are too 
aften inflated.”

THIS DEFENSE runs counter 
to the argument that . museums, 
when possible, should help form 
taste and—by adventurous but 
discriminating acquisition — save 
museum money in the long run, 
a service and an economy for 
which the St. Louis museum has 
been frequently commended. 

In studying the Met’s current 
show called “100 Painters of the 
Twentieth Century,” we took spe- 
cial interest in Grant Wood’s 
“The Midnight Ride of Paul Re- 
vere,” for it was reported that for 
it the Metropolitan had just paid 
$15,000, highest price a Grant 
Wood ever brought. How’s that 
again about inflated prices? 

Economics aside, many who 
value art as art-instead of as a 
history book will question the 
wisdom of buying the laborious, 
highly mannered “Midnight Ride” 

at all. The painter, whose 

“American Gothic” is familiar to 

millions because of mass repro- 

duction, is undeniably .popular, 
but in the opinion of experts 

Wood's is the grossest approach 

to painting.

THIS STYLE seems founded, 
originally, on that of the Flemish 
primitives, but Wood’s liking for 
it is attested by the fact he used 
to remark how much he admired 
the mail order catalogue wood- 
cuts of the last century.’ It is not 
surprising that in so limited an 
artist one finds there is no real 
pleasure in drawing, no nervous 
or sensuous quality of line and 
very little sincere emotion. 

Another issue over which the 
Met is under fire is the alleged 
conservatism of its jury of 
awards for its mammoth show 
of American painting planned for 
next month. Eighteen New York 
artists have registered protests 
by stating they will not enter the 
contest. A number of St. Louisans 
will submit work, but also under 
protest, chiefly because of the 
jury of awards, though they think 
the Midwest jurors diversitiea 
and progressive enough. 


Now that negotiations for a 
merger with the Whitney have 
been broken off and the Met can 
develop its ogy ame independent- 
ly, it will interesting to see 
how the Metropolitan goes about 
filling its historic role as the 
most consistent patron of Ameri- 
can art. Artists of the St. Louis 
area are pro rahe pend that, after 
all the tum and the shouting 
dies, the Met’s jury of awards 
will lean over backwards to be 
fair to modernism.

ILLIAM LYNN, the little 
comedian who has been one 
of the more familiar sights 
at Municipal Opera since 1938, 
has just discovered the movies 
after a career of 36 years on the 
stage, and he loves them. And 
they have just discovered him, of 
course, with the admiration mu- 
tual, we hope. 
Billy, who is making his only 
Forest Park appearance in “The 


just finished working in two films 
and would like to work in a lot 
more. He doesn’t give any high- 
falutin reasons such as the films 
giving one a chance to broaden 
the field of one’s art. He has one 
reason and is very succinct about 
it. He rubs: the fingers of one 
hand together very rapidly, gets 
an,ecstatic gleam in his eyes and 
says, “Money, money, money,” 
very softly. “It’s wonderful,” he 
says, “what they pay you. Amaz- 
ing. Everything’s wonderful. The

EARLIER THIS YEAR, Billy 
was engaged for the role of Judge 
Gaffney, the family lawyer, in the 
film version of “Harvey,” starring 
James Stewart.

“THEY GAVE ME a biingalow 
on the lot, and a dressing room 
on the set. When I looked for a 
place to sit down, somebody 
rushed up with a chair with my 
name painted on the back and 
placed it under me.. Really, I felt 
like a prima donna.” . 

Lynn immediately went from 
“Harvey” to a film still unre- 
leased, called “Katy Did,” with 
Ann Blyth and Mark Stevens, in 
which he played a handyman. He 
then had offers to appear in the 
screen version of “The Magnifi- 
cent Yankee,” and-a Western, but 
already had his summer stage 


to fill. Now he has an offer to 
play the jester with Louis Cal- 
hern in a forthcoming Broadway 
production of “King Lear.” And 
that perturbs him. 

“I've never read a line of 
Shakespeare,” he explained. “I 
think Shakespearean clowns usu- 
ally are awful. Maybe I would be 
just as bad, and I'd hate that. I 
might take it if they agree to tell 
me immediately if I'm not going 
over, so I can get out.” We mulled 
it over and agreed the best way

LYNN’S PET AVERSION, any- 
way, is the comedian who 
“sweats,” that is, works overly 
hard for laughs. “I find myself 
tending to do it here at Muny 
Opera because of the huge stage 
and that great mass of people out 
there, trying to expand my style 
beyond its usual limits,” he said. 
“But I don’t like it, and I re- 
adjust myself for legitimate plays 
in the fall.

N ancient Greek military helmet, found in.a tomb in Italy where a 
Grecian colony flourished 2600 years ago, was acquired recently by 
the City Art Museum and will be displayed publicly for the first time 

today. A masterpiece of craftsmanship, the bronze head piece is considered 
one of the finest of its kind in existence and an outstanding example of the 
golden age of Greek art six centuries before Christ. | 

Most distin feature of the helmet is a bold ram's head decora- 
by a great silver crest whose lines suggest a horse's tail. 
Reconstruction of the crest from a number of metallic ts is an 
important archeological discovery because the existence of elaborate crest- 
ing on helmets had been known previously only through ancient Greek 
vase paintings. Although the helmet and apparently unrelated metal 
— were purchased for $5700, the reconstructed specimen is valued by 

useum Director P ne at $25,000. 

While ornamental details, formed in relief and delicately engraved, 
establish the authenticity of the helmet, little is known of its history. It was 
unearthed in a large, well-built tomb near Me to on the Gulf of 
Taranto, high on the instep of the Italian boot.

The helmet's form is of the Athenian , which developed in the sixth 
century B.C. and differed from the earlier thian in that the ears were 
not covered. Shaped from a single sheet of bronze about 20 by 40 inches, 
the helmet probably was lined ori y with leather. Bronze plates ham- 
mered into the form of ram's hea otect the cheeks, and the top of the 
bow! rises into the representation af ram's head and neck. pose. bss 
over the brow simulates locks of hair, and ful recurving 
lines terminate as the heads of open-mouthed serpents. 

Badly corroded when received here, the helmet also had been seriously 
damaged. Part of the cranial portion on the right side is missing, as is the 
lower rear portion that protected the neck. The nose protector and the ram's 
ears and horns also were missing, but these were reconstructed and re- 
stored by Joseph Ternbach of New York, an expert in restoration of ancient 
metal objects. He also assembled the silver fragments into a that 
indicated almost completely the original form of the crest, which he recon- 
structed by using the old pieces along with modern silver sheet. The seven- 
month job required utmost patience and a vast amount of research.

The answer lies in the brisk, seconds-saving 
energy which Helena Clayton devotes to her one- 
woman crusade on behalf of DP’s. 

One morning recently, for example, she got a 
wire at 11:15 a.m. that 15 were arriving in Chi- 
cago by train that night from the East Coast. 
Could she “take care” of them—find them places 
to stay, jobs, everything needed for a new start? 

By 11:18 she had placed one couple with a

later she buttoned up a summer position as cook 
for a young Estonian widow with two children. 
By 11:21 she had a man placed as a janitor in a 
parochial school, and at 11:25 she had rounded 
up a factory position and a place to live for an- 
other young widow with two youngsters. A min- 
ute later she was on the phone with George Berry; 
a ceramics manufacturer in Crystal Lake, Ill. He 
took three men, and so did Leonard Seidmon, a 
glass fishing-rod maker of Chicago. Total: 15

“We’re besieged like that at least three times 
a week,” she told me. “Whenever I’m furthest 
up a tree, I come down with the best landing.” 

“Why do I feel so strongly? Well, perhaps be- 
cause I believe that if John Clayton hadn’t mar- 
ried me in Estonia in 1920—why there, but for the 
grace of God, would go I.” 


Gold-Mining to Advertising 


S IT was, Helena Clayton was many years an 

American before she started her campaign 

for DP’s. John Clayton was a young American 

journalist when he married her, a pretty girl with 
a job in the Estonian Foreign Office. 

They came to the U.S., and soon she had two 
small American sons. A bout with tuberculosis 
placed her in New Mexico for several years, and 
after she recovered she followed her husband to 
California and an unsuccessful gold-mining ven- 
ture. From there they came to Chicago, where 
John Clayton became an advertising executive. 

But when World War IT came along, he entered 
the Air Force, and Helena stepped into his adver- 
tising job. One of their sans became a B-29 pilot, 
and the other a B-17 navigator who was killed in 
a raid over France. 

Estonian refugees? They didn’t figure very 
largely in her life until one day late in 1948 when 
threé members of the Estonian Relief Committee 
in New York stcpped to see her. Could she, they 
asked, “do a little spare-time DP work?” She 
could—and the results astonished even her. 
(Since then she’s become chairman of the Chi- 
cago Estonian Relief Commission, with a small 
office, one assistant, and $1,100 cash.) 

“I don’t look on this project as just a means of 
helping out unfortunate Estonians,” she told ‘me. 

“I feel that what I’m doing is to open a reser- 
voir of fine new citizens for the U.S. These people 
are as serious and responsible as any in the world. 
They believe in democracy, and they believe in 
hard work. Once they learn the language noth- 
ing can stop them.” 


“‘They’re TOO Painstaking!”’ 


Ec CLAYTON’s enthusiasm for her Esto- 
nians is shared by employers like Leonard 
Seidmon. Says Seidmon: “It takes them a week 
to learn what some former employees took a 


month on. It’s almost impossible to be too pains-- 


taking in our work—but if there's one fault these 
fine people have, it’s just that.” 

Thanks to Mrs. Clayton, her home suburb of 
Hinsdale alone has 150 Estonians, many in 
school. (One youngster, George Tults, 16, is al- 
ready known in high school as “The Brain.”) 

“You meet Helena on the street while you’re 
shopping,” said one of her neighbors, “and be- 


fore you reach the next store on your list you . 


realize she’s signed you up for two Estonians.” 

Mrs. Clayton is scrupulous to practice what she 
preaches, however. 

Four years ago, she took two Estonian lads into 
her own home (PARADE, July 25, 1948). One of 
them, John Merila, now 21, will enter college this 
fall. The other, Vello Villberg, 19, is an accom- 
plished pianist. 

What’s Helena Clayton’s goal? “Well,” she said 
the other day, “when we fill our quota of 10,000, 
I'll begin to worry seriously about Estonians here 
who have improper jobs. Meanwhile, there are 
plenty of. other DP’s who badly need our help.”

A Fighter, that McGraw 
The most noteworthy of these was the late John 


McGraw, who managed the New York Giants for © 


more than 30 years. In the long history of the 
“rhubarb,” McGraw was its greatest practitioner. 

And 
he was particularly gratified if his opponent hap- 
pened to be an umpire.

Logical successor to McGraw is Leo Durocher, 
present manager of the Giants.

A stage, screen or 
TV star can find out if his stock is bull or bear 
just by procuring bid-and-asked quotations on 
the value of his autograph. Any one of the ex- 
changes set up in New York, Chicago and Los 
Angeles can tell him in an instant. 

Ezio Pinza provides a top example. When Pinza 
was a top star of the Metropolitan Opera Com- 
pany, his signature, like those of 99 percent of 
his contemporaries, was worth 25 cents. The day 
after Mary Martin and he zoomed to fame in 
“South Pacific,” the price was $1. 

Before her romance with Roberto Rossellini, 
Ingrid Bergman’s autograph sold for 50 cents. 
Today the same doodle is worth $1.50. 


Gable’s Market Fluctuvates 


Even a critic’s review can affect the value of 
a star’s signature. Before the war Clark Gable’s 
autograph cost 50 cents. In uniform, Gable 
zoomed to $2. Then, when his first post-war pic- 
ture flopped, the Gable Hancock went down to 
25 cents. But his performance in “Command De- 
cision” made such a hit that the price shot back 
to half-a-dollar. 

This yardstick even works on statesmen. When 
he was President, Herbert Hoover’s signature 
sold for $1. Now it’s worth $5. And a recent letter, 
written in longhand by Hoover, was sold at a 
Philadelphia auction for $300. 

The law of supply and demand is also a factor. 
On the current market, hand-written notes by 
Harry Truman, Franklin D. Roosevelt and Calvin 
Coolidge are worth more than those penned by 
Abraham Lincoln, Ulysses S. Grant or Martin 
Van Buren. The reason: in Lincoln’s day all 
notes were written by hand. In FDR’s time, most 
were typewritten. 

The signatures of Roosevelt, Churchill, Musso- 
lini, Stalin and Eisenhower now bring $5 apiece.

There are roughly two classes of autograph 
collectors. In the minority are scholars interested 
in history, politics, painting or geneology. 

These are outnumbered 1,000 to one, however, 
by the “bobby-sox brigade” (which often includes 
grandmothers) that haunts stage doors, radio 
studios, ball parks, hotels and restaurants pa- 
tronized by their idols with such persistence that 
besieged celebrities are often forced to ask the 
police for protection. 

Typical of the victims of this relentless chase 
is Tony Martin, screen and radio star, to whom 


the yelp of a pursuing autograph hound is long- 
familiar music. ; 


Recently, to test his durability, I picked Tony . 


up at his New York hotel and headed south with 
him down Broadway. Unnoticed we walked two 
blocks. Then, at 57th Street, we were blockaded 
by two comely blondes. 

“Why do you want Tony’s autograph?” I in- 
quired of the first applicant while Martin was 
signing her stenographer’s book. 

“To make my date jealous,” she replied. 

“And you—?” I asked the other. 

“Well,” she said, “I just wanted to see if anyone 
from Hollywood could write.” 


Three-for-one Swap 


In the next ten blocks we were stopped a dozen 
times—by schoolgirls, showgirls, taxi drivers, 
newsvendors, housewives, traveling salesmen, & 
bus driver and a policeman. A 15-year-old boy 
told Martin he wanted three autographs because 
“for three Tony Martins I can get one Joe DiMag- 
gio.”. And a middle-aged dowager wrapped her 
arms around my companion and protested that 
Martin and her husband were the only two men 
she had ever loved. 

“Please,” she cajoled, “write something senti- 
mental on my shopping list!” 

A block later, we were accosted by a dignified 
gentleman, who edged his way through a nest 
of gapers and asked Martin to sign his copy of 
the Saturday Review of Literature. 

‘Glad to do it.sir,” said Tony affably. “Shall 
I autograph it to Mr. and Mrs. .. .?” 

“No thanks,” came the reply. “Just dedicate 
it to my wife. Personally, I can’t stand your stuff.” 

In an hqur and a half, we reached our destina- 
tion—a restaurant 15 blocks away. Martin was 
dirty and dishevelled, his tie had been yanked 
sideways and he wore a wild look. “Ah,” he 
moaned, “it’s great to know my public loves me.”

ATE REACHED OUT and grabbed a 23-

He 
wisely answered, “Nothing—to Jimmy.” 


Buck Teeth Are Better 


Moss-grown beliefs to the contrary, 
today’s child specialists, including den- 
tists, agree with the doctor. 

One of our top child dental authori- 
ties, Dr. Maury Massler, of Chicago's 
University of Illinois College of Den- 
tistry, thinks even the buck teeth 
would be better than old-fashioned 
“preventives” of thumb-sucking. 

A survey of pediatric opinion made 
by Drs. Massler and W. S. Wood, sup- 
plemented by observation of thousands

Spoil your Child’s Life ?

of thumb-suckers at the College of 
Dentistry Clinic, shows that thumb- 
sucking can be the Key to serious emo- 
tional instability. 

Some conclusions: 

» Thumb-sucking is normal for in- 
fants up to three years of age. 

» After the age of four, it usually re- 
flects a feeling of basic insecurity that 
scolding makes worse. 

» There is no positive proof that early 
thumb-sucking always causes buck 
teeth. Inheritance does, too. 

» Suppressed thumb-sucking may find 


DR. MAURY MASSLER, at U. of 
Ilinois Clinic, interviews Mother and child 
to find possible emotional cause of 
thumb-sucking. Wire-recorded conversa- 
tion is played back to help mother 
analyze own possible personality faults. 
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an outlet in other nervous habits like 


‘nail-biting, hair-twisting, scratching, 


blinking, eye-rubbing, twitching, stick- 
ing out the tongue, and other “tics,” 
all danger signals. 

Jimmy’s mother, according to Dr. 
Massler, would do well to try to learn 
why he sucks his thumbs. 

“Sucking,” says Massler, “is one of 
the infant’s basic needs, apart from 
being used as a means to get food. ... 
The pleasurable act—to him—of suck- 
ing reaches its peak during the so- 
called ‘hand-to-mouth’ period between 
the fourth and tenth months.” 

For the fact is that until the middle 
of the second year, a baby’s emotions 
are largely centered on, and satisfied 
by, sucking. Some lack in food or ma- 
ternal care—and thus security—during 
this period usually leads to habitual 
thumb-sucking. : 


Less Nursing, More Sucking 


Most thumb- or finger-sucking chil- 
dren studied were those whose sucking 
time had been sharply cut down during 
nursing. Conversely, most who didn’t 
suck their thumbs had been allowed to 
nurse for as long as they wished. 
What are the correct “preventives”’? 
To mothers of newborn babies, Mass- 
ler recommends old-fashioned care in 
nursing, even when using a bottle. 
Some suggestions: 
@ The baby should be emotionally sat- 
isfied by being held in the mother’s 
arms during feeding, not left in the 
crib with the bottle propped up or given 
at arm’s length. - 
@ Take care that the infant is not un- 
happy or fatigued during feeding. 


@ Be prepared to make nursing time 


too long, rather than too short. 

@ With bottle babies, keep the nipple 
hole small so that feeding will take at 
least 20 minutes. 

But what about Jimmy and other 
children already past the normal age 
for thumb-sucking? Massler recom- 
mends self-questioning on the part of 
parents to find a possible cause of emo- 
tional insecurity. 

One of the chief reasons, he found, 
is the arrival of a new brother or sister. 
The older child, feeling instinctively in 
second place, may revert to thumb- 
sucking as a solace. 

After six, thumb-sucking is apt to 
bring social maladjustment if the 
thumb-sucker is teased by his play- 
mates. Here, too, the act may result in 
Serious deformity to the permanent 
teeth, and high dental bills. 


Remind, Don’t Discipline 


Even after six, Massler forbids stern 
parental measures. “No device resented 
or unwanted by the child will stop 
thumb-sucking. Many children will 
even suck off bitter mixtures painted 
on their fingers until they get sick,” 
he told a medical group recently. 

“No therapeutic aid is ever recom-

mended,” he says, “unless the child 
himself requests it. We get the child’s 
confidence and respect first, and use 
only things that remind the child, not 
punish him.” For instance, nail pol- 
ish will “remind” without punishing. A 
gauze bandage will “remind” without 
bringing ridicule, which grotesque 
mittens invite. Intra-oral devices can 
help prevent buck teeth. “It is easier,” 
says Massler, “to straighten the teeth 
than the emotions.” 


After 12, Nail-Biting Begins 

After the twelfth year, if the basic 
emotional problem is not removed, 
thumb-sucking usually transfers to 
the more “normal” adult habit of 
fingernail-biting. In this form, it may 
last a lifetime. 

Studies of nail-biting indicate it 
affects up to 40 percent of our popula- 
tion, starting at five. A survey of in- 
ductees during World War II, showed 
that over 80 percent of the test group 
were actual or former nail-biters. 

Massler considers cigar-chewers, ex- 
cessive gum-chewers, and chain ciga- 
rette smokers to be frustrated nail- 
biters. As in children, the basic cause 
is insecurity, anxiety, and worry. 

Only with restored mental health 
can come an end to so-called “nervous” 
habits —in grown-ups as in children.

IGHT BEHIND the city of Provo, Utah, looms the 
R 12,000-foot basalt bulk of Mt. Timpanogos. 
For 364 days of each year it stands there as an 
aloof, impassive challenge to the city. 

But on the 365th day—usually late in July or early 
in August — Provo takes up the challenge, and moves 
en masse on “Mt. Timp.” Even for westerners, used to 
doing things in a big way, it’s quite an outing. 

Everybody from grade-school youngsters to grand- 
fathers, and including whole families and the entire 
memberships of clubs, scamper and struggle 74 miles 
up its rocky, snowy, nearly vertical flanks to a cabin 
on its razor-back summit. 

This public assault on Timp grew out of an idea 
conceived by a young director of physical education 
at Provo’s Brigham Young University. 

His name was E. L. Roberts, and in 1912 he led a 
group of 22 BYU students on the first mass climb of 

e the peak. 

The young folks who made the hike talked about it 
when they got back, and Provo folk got steamed up 
about the mountain in their backyard. The next year, 
there were more in the party. And since then the climb 
has developed into the best-attended recreational hike 
of its length in the world. 


The 38th Annual Climb Begins 


Last weekend, a couple of thousand mountaineers- 
for-a-day camped once more among the aspens at 
the lower end of the Mt. Timp trail. At dawn, they 
started on the 38th annual mass climb to the rocky 
summit. . 

A good many of the hikers were Brigham Young

students, anxious to carry on the tradition established 
by organizer Roberts. 
But there were, as usual, hundreds of others. 
Some were old-timers who had made the pilgrimage 


. for as long as anyone can remember. Plenty of mothers 


and fathers brought along their youngsters for a pe- 
culiarly exhausting family outing. There were Boy 
Scouts and Elks and ski-clubbers. There were proud 
parents insisting that junior be the youngest to reach 
the summit. And there were Old Boys who insist on 
being the oldest to reach the top. (The present record 
is held by a man aged 80.) 

The climb is no cinch. From the Aspen Grove base, 
where a giant campfire program sets the mood on the 
night preceding the climb, the trail runs a full 5,000 
feet up into the sky. 

From alpine meadows covered with wildflowers, it 
zig-zags higher and higher, steeper and steeper. 

It hops back and forth over a glacial stream that 
chutes over 200 cascades—50 of them major waterfalls. 
Momentarily, it eases as it passes Emerald Lake, a cool 
glacial pond cupped in a saddle of the mountain. 
Then it disappears completely on the mile-long glacier 
hanging under the peak itself. 


The Jackrabbit Approach 


Founder Roberts’ original hikes were leisurely three- 
day affairs. The first day was spent in reaching the 
Aspen Grove base camp. Then came the climb, and 
the third day was spent in getting home. 

But today’s hikers are in more of a rush. They start 
scampering up the mountain at midnight after the 
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traditional bonfire. Five minutes after they claim their 
“Timp button” at the summit, they start back down. 

Every year, officials encounter a tough time deter- 
ring climbers from moving off before the official start- 
ing hour of 4 a.m. 

Pictures (of last year’s climb) show Utah’s moun- 
taineers in action. This year’s crop behaved no differ- 
ently. They bounded through the bottom control gate 
with bubbling enthusiasm. By the second mile, some 
dropped out, and more stopped by the wayside as the 
going got harder near the top. 

But for those who made the summit and signed the 


register, there was a satisfying weariness—and pride..
